NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—After be- 
ing delayed 10 hours by the sea- 
men’s strike, the United States 
delegates to the inter-American 
peace conference at Buenos Aires 
sailed tonight for South America 


on the Munson liner American Le- 
gion. 

The delegation, headed by Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull, was 
aboard the vessel which anchored 
off Bedloe’s Island until a full crew 
was obtanied. The vessel lacked 
six men when it left its pier ‘n 
midafternoon, 35 minutes after its 
scheduled sailing time. It depart- 
ed as soon as the six vacancies 


s were. filled. . 


The strike of insurgent members 
of the International Seamen’s Union 
also forced the New York and Cuba 
Mail Steamship Co. to cancel to- 
day's sailing of the liner Oriente 
gnd caused a two-hour delay in the 
departure of the Grace liner Santa 
Elena. 

The Santa Elena cleared the har- 
bor with three substitute elec- 
tricians, hired to replace men who 
had joined the strike. It is bound 
for San Francisco with 151 passen- 
including Representative 
Ralph O. Brewster of Maine. 

Regular Trip Canceled. - 

Cancellation of the Oriente’s reg- 
uiar trip to Havana was announced 
after line officials had tried vainly 
for nearly six hours to replace be- 
tween 170 and .200 strikers. 

The Oriente, sister ship of the 
Morro Castle, which was burned at 
sea, had booked 82 passengers, 20 
of whom left before the sailing was 
eanceled. The line said the Oriente 
would leave tomorrow if a crew 
could be obtained. The Oriente 
will carry mail and freight but no 
passengers. 

The American Merchant of the 
American Merchant Line, also 
sailed late today after canceling all 
passenger bookings. 

Police Escort for Hull Party. 

Secretary Hull and his party 
boarded the American Legion half 
an hour before the time set for sail- 
ing. The delegates in six automo- 
biles with a police escort of 50 men 
drove past two picket lines repre- 
senting opposing factions of the In- 

national Seamen's Union. One 
group of pickets bore strike signs. 
They were picketed in turn by an- 
other group of union members who 
denounce the general maritime 
walkout as unauthorized, Neither 
group made any demonstration 
when the official ears rolled into 
the pier shed. More than 150 oth- 
er passengers in addition, to the 
peace delegation went aboard. They 
were required to present special 
passes at the gangplank.

His 
family was at his bedside when he 
died. _His daughter, Cherry, 20, a 
musician, flew here yesterday from 
New York. A son, Chariés Jr., 19, 
came from the University of Cali- 
fornia Agricultural College at Da- 
vis, Cal., where he is a student. Two 


other children, Mary, a dancer, and 


Dwight, 11, live at home. 

Sale was best known for his char- 
acterization of a Union soldier in 
the sketch “the man Who knew 
Lincoln” and for his little booklet, 
“The Specialist,” which was reputed 
to have netted him a fortune. 

Born in Huron, 8S. D.,» Aug. 25, 
1885, he spent his boyhood in’ Ur- 
bana, Ill, where he was educated 
in the public schools. Last Septem- 
ber he returned to his boyhood 
home in Illinois to visit his father 
and mother, Dr. and Mrs. F. O. 
Sale. 

Urbana and his father’s dentist 
office gave him ideas for the rural 
characters he later portrayed. 

He came to Hollywood in 1931, 
after box-office triumphs in nation- 
wide vaudeville tours. An engage- 
ment at the New York Winter Gar- 
den in 1919 lifted him to his first 
major success.’

drid.” 

He read what he said was the 
first communique from the Gov- 
ernment’s new seat a Valencia, on 
the east coast, which stated the 
fight against the Fascists would 
continue “with the great reserves of 
the national treasury.” 

“The Fascists will not obtain a 
single centimo, no matter what hap- 
pens,” said the statement. 

Araquistain said he had talked 
with Madrid by telephone at 2 p. m. 
and that the Government still was 
in control. He had received no 
news from that city since then, he 
said. 

“If Madrid has been captured,” 
he said, “it will mean nothing in a 
military way.” 

The Government: ministers, he 
said, will remain at Valencia but 
President Manuel Azana will stay at 
Barcelona. Azana set up offices in 
Barcelona in October. 

The communique which Araquis- 
tain read stated: “The Government 
will continue the war until it 
achieves ‘victory. It is backed by 
the immense majority. of the Span- 


ish people.” 

The Government’s control of the 
Bank of Spain and Spain’s gold, 
the statement said, “should serve 
as a warning not to give credit to 
the Fascists because they have no 
money to meet debts.”

Today the RFC won a ruling that 
the stockholders were liable for a 
part corresponding to the amount 
of stock they owned—$100 on a 
share. 

Included in those who must pay 
under the decision of Judge James 
H. Wilkerson were most of the of- 
ficers of the defunct bank, but not 
Gen. Dawes personally. The former 
Vice-President of the United States, 
who was chairman of the bank at 
the time of the loan, held only 52 
shares as an individual, and had 
paid $5200 on that basis before the 
RFC brought its equity proceedings. 

The Dawes family’s investment 
firm, however, was much more 
heavily affected. Holdings of 9870 
shares were ascribed to the com- 
pany, Dawes Brothers, Inc., in the 
trial. On this basis, ag the biggest 
gingle stockholder, its liability 
would be $987,000. : 

The firm has a special defense on 
file, yet to be argued. This plea is 
that the firm never had legal au- 
thority to own the stock, and could 


not be held lable. 
Constitutionality of RFC. 
Judge Wilkerson’s opinion ended 
a case that dragged out for two 
years and was argued by more than 


- 975 lawyers. It threw out defense 


- 1 


contentions that the RFC was un- 
constitutional. Its purposes, the 
Judges held, were within the powers 
of Congress. 

Attorneys said it was the first 
opinion squarely on the point. 

The liability enforced today was 
established by the Illinois constitu- 
tion, which makes bank stockhold- 
ers liable not only for their orig- 
inal contribution but for an addi- 
tional assessment of the same size. 
Deciding for the RFC’s attorneys, 
Harold Rosenwald, O. John Rogge 
and Floyd Rett, on every one of 14 
controverted points, the judge said 
the RFC’s right to assert the lia- 
bility was clear. 

Stockholders living outside the 
IHinois jurisdiction own shares 
worth about $1,500,000, the balance 
of the bank's $14,000,000 in stock. 
James B. Alley and Max Truitt, 
general counsel and solicitor re- 
spectively for the RFC, have ac 
tions on file in 25 other states and 
the District of Columbia to reach 
these stockholders. 

Even with 100 per cent success 
fn collecting from the stockholders, 
the RFC expected to take a logs on 
the loan, Judge Wilkerson was told, 
which might be “in excess of $10,- 
000,000,” unless collateral posted by 
the Central Republic increased 
greatly in value.

Union Lifts Blockade on Vessels 
Bound for Home Perts.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 7.—The 
joint policy committee of striking 
Pacific Coast maritime unions to- 
night lifted the blockade on vessels 
away from but bound for home 
ports, including seven ships tied up 
in Honolulu. 

At the same time, leaders of the 
longshoremen announced perishable 
cargo aboard strike-bound ships 
here would be unloaded as soon as 
possible. This decision, which it 
was indicated was also rgecommend- 
ed for other ports, was taken after 
all unions but that of the sailors 
voted for removal] of such cargo, 

E. F. McGrady, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor, today conveyed to 
the unions an offer by T. G. Piant, 
spokesman for the ship owners, to 
reopen negotiations, provided the 
unions would not insist on .certain 
conditions as a premise. 

Federal Judge Paul J. McCor- 
mick signed an order in Log An- 
geles for the discharge of a ship- 
load of bananas as perishable 
cargo. 

A new strike of shipyard work- 
ers complicated the San Francisco 
situation. A. T. Wynn, head of the 
Bay District Metal Trades Council, 
said 6000 boilermakers, shipfitters, 
riveters and machinists walked out 
this morning, complaining employ- 
ers had failed to live up to agree- 
ments, 

Several hundred men stormed the 
Oakland warehouse of the Central 
California Poultry Producers’ Co- 
operative in Oakland and beat two 
workmen there. The plant was af- 
fected by a strike of 1400 local 
warehousemen who are affiliated 
with striking longshoremen. 

In Seattle, the Ocean Express Co. 
announced it had received union 
pérmission to continue service to 
Southeastern Alaska through all- 
rail shipments from the United 
States to Prince Rupert, B. C., and 
by boat from.there to Alaska. 

Seamen at Houston, Tex., said 
they had tied up 10 ships there.

TVA LOSES MOTION 
TO DISMISS SUNT 


U. S.- Court Holds 19 Com- 
panies Have Right to Make 
Mass Attack on Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
COOKEVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 7.— 
The Federal District Court upheld 
today the right of 19 Southern pow- 
er companies to make a mass at- 
tack on the whole Tennessee Valley 


authority power program. Acting in 
a case instituted by the utilities to 
test the constitutionality of the 
program, Judge Jonn J. Gore, over- 
ruled a motion by TVA counsel for 
dismissal of the suit. 

The TVA contended, among other 
grounds for dismissal, that some 
of the 19 power companies have not 
heen affected by the authority's 
vast hydro-electric developments on 
the Tennessee River. Those com- 
panies which have been affected, 
attorneys for the Government agen- 
cy argued in a hearing yesterday, 
have been affected differently and 
should file separate guits. 

All Seek Injunction. 

Judge Gore, however, held that 
while utilities may be interested 
in the outcome of the case “in vary- 
ing degrees” all are seeking the 
same relief—a «court order holding 
some or all of the TVA’'s power ac- 
tivities to be either unconstittuional 
or in excesg of the TVA act. 

Counsel for the power companies 
have asked a temporary injunction 
to halt any expansion of the au- 
thority’s power program pending 
a final decision in the suit, which 
will be carried to the Supreme 
Court. No date for a hearing has 
‘been set, but the temporary injunc- 
tion plea probably will be argued 
comparatively soon. The Court in- 
dicated the case would be given a 
hearing on its merits promptly. 

Validity of Law. Attacked, 

In holding all phases of the vast 
power program could be brought 
under the scrutiny of the court in 
a single suit, Judge Gore said the 
pleadings of the power companies 
are supported by charges the com- 
panies make against the authority. 
Their contention, he said, is that the 
TVA Act, the power program it 
authorized and the power program 
which is actually being developed 
“are not authorized by the Consti- 
tution.” 

The utilities also properly con- 
tend, he held, that the directors of 
the TVA are “engaged in carrying 
out a single program, plan or con- 
spiracy, the execution of which will 
irreparably injure, if it does not 
totally destroy, the property and 
business of each of the complain- 
ants.” 

Contrary to the arguments by 
TVA counsel, he held that the bill 
filed by the utilities charged “many 
specific acts, done and threatened 
to be done,” which had caused or 
would cause injury.

As disclosed by the Post-Dispatch, 
Dr. McGaugh, whose administration 
of Federal funds in Missouri public 
health work is under investigation 
by the Attorney-General, had re- 
ceived the money over a period of 
$4 months for vital statistics, pre- 
pared by Board of Health clerks on 
the State payroll, and forwarded to 
Washington under Federal mail 
frank. 

Result of Investigation. 

In making formal demand for 
the money, the Attorney-General 


‘sent to the Health Commissioner 


an opinion in which he ruled that 
the money belonged to the State and 
not to Dr. McGaugh. The demand 
was a direct result of the pending 
investigation of Dr. McGaugh’s 
handling of funds furnished to the 
State by the United States Public 
Health Service and the Children’s 
Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor, for public health and child wel- 
fare work, respectively. 

Dr. McGaugh recently told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter and later 
made a formal statement to the 
Attorney-General that the fees from 
the Census Bureau belonged to him 
as Registrar of Vital Statistics, that 
they were not intended for the State 
and that he was not obligated to ac- 
count for them, although the State 
pays all of the costs involved in 
preparing the information for the 
Federal bureau. “The money is 
mine,” Dr. McGaugh said at the 
time. 

Today, however, Dr. McGaugh 
said he had never contended that 
the fees were his personal money. 
He said he had been holding the 
funds pending a determination of

Funds in Personal Account. 

Dr. McGaugh, who previously 
said he kept the money because his 
predecessor had retained these fees, 
today said, in response to a ques- 
tion, that he had deposited the 
Census Bureau checks, transmitted 
Monthly, in his personal bank ac- 
fount, since May, 1933. He has 
hever asked the Attorney-General 
for a ruling on the legal disposition 
of the fees, McKittrick said. 

Dr. McGaugh’s predecessor, Dr. 
yames Stewart of Jefferson City, 
who held the post of State Health 
Commissioner for eight years, re- 
cently told the Post-Dispatch he 
never had retained any of the Cen- 
sus Bureau fees as personal com- 
pensation. He said the fees had 
been used to reimburse the State 
for clerical work and other costs 
incurred in furnishing the statis- 
tical information to the Bureau of 
the Census, and for general better- 
Ment of the State’s vital statistics 
service.

Jones’ lawyer, Verne R. C. Lacy, 
against whom a disbarment suit is 
pending, does not represent the oth- 
er defendants, although he was 
Mrs. Muench’s attorney in the 
earlier stages of the Kelley kid- 
naping case, in which she was a 
defendant. In connection with the 
present defense alignment, it was 
stated in Jones’ motion that coun- 
se] for the baby broker and for the 
others were at variance as to the 
defense of their respective clients. 

It was also argued on Jones’ be- 
half that only one witness for the 
Government would give evidence di- 
rectly relating to him, and that Dr. 
Marsh Pitzman, alleged victim of 
the fraud, already had testified he 
had had no dealings with Jones. 
The Government’s case is based on 
the contention that money was ob- 
tained from Dr. Pitzman by the 
false representations of the de- 
fendants that Mrs. Muench had had 
a baby and that Dr. Pitzman was 
the child’s father. 

Jones’ attempt to find out just

and mental vigor of offspring. 

Dr. Harry L. Shapiro, biologist 
who made an intensive study of the 
island and its inhabitants, has com- 
pleted a book on his f’ndings which 
tends to disprove the popular idea 


that cousin marriages are biologic- 
ally harmful. 


Accurate and complete records of 
marriages, births and deaths have 
been kept by the islanders almost 
from the day when Christian, 
Young, Mills, McCoy, Quintal and 
Adams and the nine Polynesian 
women who went with them from 
Tahiti landed on Pitcairn, Dr. Sha- 
piro declared. 

The result is the most extensive 
record of a human experinient in 
cross mating between two races 
and the resulting close inbreeding 
through six generations which has 
ever been. compiled, according to 
geneticists of the Unitéd States 
Department of Agriculture who re- 
viewed the material. 


Pictures Almost Conclusive. 

Pictures of the healthy children 
of the sixth and seventh genera- 
tion were declared to be aimost 
sufficient in themselves to prove 
Dr. Shapiro's point. 

Despite the restricted arfeestry of 
these children, with frequent cous- 
in, nephew-aunt and . niece-uncle 
marriages. “the islanders are ro- 
bust and healthy,” he declared. 
“Their medical record is good, with 


no evidence of. degenerative dis- 
eases peculiar to them. Abnormal- 
ities of physical structure are prac- 
tically non-existent on Pitcairn.” 

While a decline in the birthrate 
in recent years might plausibly be 
attributed to the close inbreeding, 
“other causes might. more plausibly 
be evoked to explain it,” he added. 

The only general defect attribut- 
able to inbreeding was a degenera- 
tion in the teeth of the people Dut 
a similar degeneration might be 
found among other racial groups 
who had not been forced to mate 
so closely. 

Only Few Dull Ones. 

“Actually I: knew of only two or 
three who were distinctly below par 
mentally—a small proportion in a 
group of 200,” Dr. Shapiro said. 
“Several were dull but able to man- 
age their affairs efficiently enough. 
The rest -seemed to fit into the 
average range of intelligence. All 
in all, therefore, I can only con- 
clude that inbreeding as far as my 
evidence goes, has not caused de- 
generation among the Pitcairn Is- 
landers.” 

And, in contradiction of popular 
ideas, the inbreeding forced on the 
islanders by circumstance actually 
resulted in a surprising reproduc- 
tive vigor, he added. From 1790 
when the colony was established 
the population more than doubled 
in the succeeding 18 years, doubled 
in the next 18 years, doubled again 
in the next 21 years, and almost 
doubled again in the succeeding 20 
years. 

By 1934 the six mutineers who 
lived long enough to have children 
had a living progeny exceeding 800 
on Pitcairn and Norfolk Island and 
an additional 200 who have wan- 
dered away. > 

Pitcairn is 4150 miles southwest 
of Panama and 3775 miles  south- 
west of Hawaii, The nearest island 


is Tahiti, 1400 miles west and north.

OGTORS TESTIFY 


| On’ Stand for R. P.. Don- 
eghy, Who Shot George 


Manuel After the Latter’s 
.. Attentions ‘to Wife.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., Nov. 7.— 
Three physicians, testifying this 
afternoon and tonight at the mur- 
der trial of Robert P. Doneghy, for- ; 
mer: traveling salesman, declared 
that in their opinion he was insane 
last .March 10, when he shot and 
killed his old friend, George Man- 
uel, because of Manuel's ‘persistent 
attentions to Doneghy’'s wife. 

Two of the physicians, Dr. Frank 
L. Bigsby and: Dr. Spencer L. Free- 
man of Kirksville, testified that 
from observing Doneghy. testify last 
night, they formed the opinion he is 
still insane.. The third, Dr. Her- 
man P, Hoyle of Macon, specialist 
in mental and nervous diseases, said 
that the slight, white-faced defend- 
ant’s condition now is “one of de- 
terioration, with the outlook un- 
favorable.” 
Doneghy Called a Dipsomaniac. 

Dr. Bigsby said Doneghy was a 
dipsomaniac, with an  uncontrol- 
lable thirst for intoxicating liquor, 
but admitted under cross-examina- 
tion that he based his opinion not 
on a clinical examination or blood- 
count, but on casual conversations 
with the defendant. He had seen 
Doneghy intoxicated many times, 
and his conversations in such cases 
were incoherent and rambling, the 
physician said. 

Dr. Hoyle said Doneghy showed 
evidence of alcohslic deterioration 
March 10. Such a deterioration im- 
pairs the brain celis, he explained. 
A dipsomaniac has a craving for 
escape from reality, he added. Dr. 
Freeman said the defendant has a 
mixed type of insanity “very dif- 
ficult to classify.” 

On cross-examination of all three 
witnesses, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Joseph Reagan established that 
judgment is definitely impaired .by 
alcoholic dementia. Reagan will 
contend that Doneghy’s clear and 
forceful testimony in his own de- 
fense showed his judgment and 
memory were not impaired. The 
prosecutor said that he had never 
heard of another criminal case in 
which the defense contended the 
defendant was still insane and yet 
had him testffy and tell a story the 
jury was asked to believe. The 
State established on cross-examina- 
tion of Doneghy’s wife that Done- 
ghy had been drunk only once in 
the four months preceding the 
killing. 

Question 2200 Words Long. 

The three physicians were asked 
a 2200-word hypothetical question, 
prepared after four hours of wran- 
gling by defense and State attor- 
neys in Circuit Judge Emert C. Hil- 
bert’s chambers and taking 20 min- 
utes to read, which recited the de- 
tails of Kirksville’s tragedy as tes- 
tified to by defense witnesses. All 
three testified that if the circum- 
stances related were true, in their 
opinion the man who did the kill- 
ing was insane at the time. 

The defense will close Monday 
after placing one more witness on 
the stand. To combat the insanity 
plea, the State has subpenaed for 
rebuttal five physicians who exam- 
ined Doneghy shortly after the kill- 
ing and about 20 neighbors ahd ac- 
quaintances. The case probably 
will not reach the jury of Adair 
County farmers until Tuesday.

The following statement of policy 
was issued by those in charge of the 
campaign, along with-a statement 
of the actual distribution of funds 
raised in the last campaign which 
appears in an adjoining column: 

“Bach of the agencies included in 
United Charities: submits its budget 
first to the federation to which it 
belongs. After careful scrutiny, the 
federation budget committee trans- 
mits the budgets, with its recom- 
mendations, to the Central Budget 
Committee, Thereupon it becomes 
the duty and power of the Central 
Budget Committee to deal directly 
with each agency, When the cam- 
paign is over, and the amount 
which will be available to agencies 
for 1987 is known, the Central Bud- 
t Committee immediately under- 
takes the task of allocation, It de- 
termines first the amount that 
should be distributed in each of the 
fields of service. It then determines 
how much each agency shall receive 
within those fields of service. These 
decisions are based entirely upon 
the needs of the community and the 
facilities within the agencies best 
suited to fill those needs, This is a 
departure from the former method 
of pro-rating the sum raised in the 
campaign among the three federa- 
tions, according to their pre-cam- 
paign budgetary requests. The new 
procedure of direct relationship be- 
tween the Central Budget Commit- 
tee and the agencies was provided 
for in the reorganization of United 
Charities, Inc., early this year.” 

Committee Personnel: 

The budget committee consists of 
21 members, appointed by the presi- 
dent of United Charities, Oliver F.

The money sought is to be used 
for purposes f@ which Government 
relief funds are not available. The 
St. Louis Relief Administration, 
which dispenses city and State re- 
lief funds as these are available, 
does not undertake to provide more 
than the essentials of food, clothing 
and shelter. The only Federal re- 
lief expenditures are for providing 
work such as WPA jobs. The Unit- 
ed Charities agencies, dependent on 
voluntary contributions for support, 
provide a wide variety of additional 
services to the needy. 

Five Fields. 

These agenciés are grouped into 
five fields—health and hospital 
care; family service and home re- 
lief; specialized services for chil- 
dren, the blind, erippled, and oth- 
ers; institutional care of children 

d the aged, and neighborhood ac- 
tivities through settlement houses 
and clubs. 

The first group, hospitals and 
health agencies, got the largest 
share, 32.9 per cent, of the funds 
raised last year. 

With funds received from United 
Charities these agencies provided 
part free or free hospital care for 
37,971 patients; treated 28,663 pa- 
tients at clinics and dispensaries; 
made 65,758 bedside nursing visits

The smallest share of last year’s 
fund, 3.4 per cent, went to settle- 
ment houses and other agencies 
classed as “neighborhood groups.”

Pressure by Dubinsky and 
Zaritsky Said to Have Re- 
sulted in Conciliation 
Gesture. 


By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, .'’a., Nov. 7.—The 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion offered today to discuss peace 
with the American Federation of 
Labor. 
The committee notified William 


Green, Federation president, that it 
had authorized John L, Lewis, head 
of the committee, to confer with 
him about terms for an agreement 
that would reinstate 10 suspended 
unions back in the A. F. of L. The 
unions were suspended Sept. 5 for 
setting up the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization and attempting 
to organize all the workers in each 
big mass production industry into 
one big union without A, F. of L. 
sanction. 

Pressure from David Dubinsky, 
president, of the International La- 
dies ent Workers, and Max 
Zaritsky, president of the United 
Hatters, Cap and Millinery Work- 
ers, was said in usually well in- 
formed quarters to have resulted 
in the peace gesture. Both are 
committee members. 

Statement by Lewis. 

Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, said, 
however, that the committee would 
demand reinstatement of the sus- 
pended unions and A. F. of L. in- 
dorsement of the steel, automobile 
and rubber organization campaigns, 
along industrial lines. These de- 
mands, he added, had constituted 
the committee’s position all along. 

A. F. of L. leaders privately pre- 
dicted, when they suspended the 
Lewis unions, that the Néw York 
Garment Workers would demand 
peace soon as they realized they 
were in danger of losing A. F. of L. 
membership permanently. 

Early last month, the Millinery 
Workers at their annual convention 
directed Zaritsky to ask both the 
A. F. of L. and the Lewis Commit- 
tee to appoint a peace negotiating 
committee, 

A. F. of L. Accepted Suggestion. 

The federation’s executive coun- 
cil adopted Zaritsky’s suggestion 
immediately, naming a committee 
headed by George Harrison, presi- 
dent of the railway clerks. The 
Lewis committee delayed a peace 
move until today, asking the coun- 
cil whether it intended to reinstate 
the suspended unions before the ne- 
gotiations started. 

Peace sentiment in Dubinsky’s 
union is reported to have developed 
fast in the last few weeks. In- 
formed sources disclosed that Du- 
binsky had engaged hotel rooms in 
Tampa, Fia., for the A. F, of L. 
convention starting Nov. 16. Asked 
today whether he would attend the 
convention, he said he probably 
would. He would make no further 
statement on his position, he said, 
before a meeting of his executive 
board in New York next Tuesday. 

Lewis does not intend to go to 
the convention. His friends say he 
thinks that solidarity on the com- 
mittee’s part would lead to peace 
with the A. F. of L. on the commit- 
tee’s terms. 

Two New C.-L O.. Unions. 

While the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization made its peace 
gesturé with its right hand, it 
added fuel to the controversy with 
its left by admitting to member- 
ship the industrial Union of Ma- 
rine and Shipyard Workers of 
America and the United Hiéctrical 
and Radio Workers of.

Both of these unions were denied 
A. F. of L. membership on the 
ground that their membership em- 
braced workers claimed by craft 
unions.

up among city employes and others. 
Whether the party faction led 
by President William L. Igoe of 
the Police Board will wage a vig- 
orous fight against Dickmann for 
the nomination remains to be de- 
termined, There are some indica- 
tions that the political antagonism 

to Dickmann is breaking up. 
Persons mentioned in politicians’ 
discussions as possible candidates 
against Dickmann for the Demo- 
cratic nomination include Lawrence 
McDaniel, former Circuit Attorney; 
Albert Bond Lambert, wealthy vice- 
ata of the Police Board, and 

John J, Cochran, 

McDaniel Noncommittal, 
McDaniel, who had the mayoral 
nomination in 1929 but lost to Vic- 
tor J. Miller by 7114 votes in a poll 
of 210,278, is noncommittal now 
about being a candidate. ‘In the 
August primary he failed of nom- 
ination for Supreme Judge in the 
State at large, but in spite of the 
opposition of a large part of the 
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local Democratic organization, car- 
ried St. Louis over Judge E. &. 
Gantt by a 6344 majority out of 
133,300 votes cast. 

Lambert only smiles when asked 
whether he will run for Mayor. 
Cochran has made no public state- 
ment but friends are sure he will 
not enter the race. He was elected 
to a seventh consecutive term in 
Congress last week, defeating Har- 
ry E. Wiehe (Rep.) 85,844 to 39,705. 
In his. unsuccessful race for nom- 
ination for United States Senator 
in 1934 he ran away with the vote 
in St. Louis, drawing 104,265, 
against 3742 for Senator Harry &. 
Truman and 6670 for Jacob L, Mil- 
ligan. 

Among Republicans mentioned as 
possible candidates for Mayor are 
Louis Nolte, Comptroller for the 
last 20 years and previously Sheriff 
for six years, and Hdmond Koeln, 
Collector of the Revenue for 26 
years until the end of 1934 and pre- 
viously a member of the old House 
of Delegates. Neither will com- 
ment on the prospect. Nolte, it is 
known, likes his present position, 
being the only Republican left in 
the municipal government, and it 
would take considerable persuasion 
to get him to change. 

Consistent Vote Getters. 

Both Nolte and Koeln are con- 
sistent vote getters, nearly always 
having led the ticket at their re- 
spective elections. When Dick- 
mann was elected Mayor in 1933 
with a plurality of 15,560, and Dem- 
ocratic candidates for Aldermen won 
by about 21,000 votes each, Nolte was 
re-elected with a 38,018 majority. 
Koeln was defeated for re-election 
in 1934 in the general Democratic 
turnover, but ran ahead of others 
on his ticket. 

A number of Republicans pri- 
vately express belief that only 
Nolte, or perhaps Koeln, could be 
expected to restore the party to 
power, It was suggested before the 
recent election that if Jesse W. 
Barrett failed to carry Missouri in 
his race for Governor, but won in 
St. Louis, he would be the logical 
Republican choice for Mayor. 
Barrett made a far better showing 
here than Landon, but ran 58,187 
votes behind. Lioyd C. Stark 
(Dem.), while President Roosevelt 
was 132,070 ahead of Landon. 

Others spoken of as Republican 
mayoral timber include John B. 
Edwards, lawyer and former chair- 
man of the Election Board; William 
R. Orthwein, lawyer, and Carl G. 
Stifel, real estate dealer. 

The Comptroller will be chosen 
in the same election. There is some 
talk about Street Commissioner E. 
J. McMahon seeking the Demo- 
cratic nomination, if agreeable to 


the Dickmann administration. The 


Mayor, Comptroller and president 
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of the Board of Aldermen comprise 
the powerful Board of Bstimate 
and Apportionment, city fiscal au- 
thority. Aldermanic President Wil- 
liam L. Mason will serve until 1939. 
Usually Close Contests. 
Mayoral elections in the past 
usually have been close contests, 
with the winner’s plurality seldom 
exceeding four figures. Miller de- 
feated Igoe by only 3129 in 1925 
and Rolla Wells (Dem.) was re- 
elected in 1905 by only 1305. 
Mayor Dickmann and others are 
busy endeavoring to maintain har- 
mony in Democratic ranks; Dur- 
ing the year the Mayor gained con- 
trol of majority factions in the 
Board of Aldermen and Democratic 
City Committee. While his oppo- 
nents are evincing some signs of 
burying the hatchet, lasting peace 
apparently is not yet assured. Dick- 
mann entertained the committee at 
dinner election night and previous- 
ly held barbecue ‘parties for the 
committee and the Aldermen. 


The 14 Aldermen from the odd- 
numbéred wards are to be elected 
for four-year terms by city-wide 
vote, while the other 14 Aldermen 
and the president hold over for two 
years. A number of changes may 
occur. 

Those whose terms are expiring 
who have been classed as support- 
ers of Dickmann are: John A. Gen- 
teman, First Ward; Otto L. Leitch- 
en, Third; L. Israel, Fifth; 
Phelim O’Toole, Thirteenth; Hubert 
A. Hoeflinger, Seventeenth; Michael 
J. Scott, Twenty-first; Whitelaw T. 
Terry, Twenty-fifth, and Emmett 
Golden, Twenty-seventh. 

Those opposed to the Mayor are: 
John R, Slay, Seventh Ward; Sam 
Brown, Ninth; Eilert F. Gummels, 
Eleventh; Joseph J. Hastey, Fit- 
teenth, and John P, Collins, Nine- 
teenth. In-addition, there is Allan 
E. Petersen, Twenty-third, formerly 
against the Mayor, but now on the 
fence. 

Aldermen likely to have opposi- 
tion for renomination from un- 
friendly members of the Democratic 
committee in their wards are Gen- 
teman, Slay, who is not sure 
whether he will run again; Brown, 
Gummels, Hastey and Collins, who 
hag been a leader of the anti-Dick- 
mann members. O’Toole’s strength 
may depend on the outcome of the 
contest of Hendy J. Phelan over the 
re-election of James H. Stewart, 
friend of O'Toole, as committee- 


man 
Lietchen and Israel. 

Lietchen and Israel, who switched 
from the opposition to the Mayor's 
faction early this year, may find 
themselves opposed for renomina- 
tion by the anti-Dickmann group. 
Israel is under indictment on the 
charge of neglect to make a sworn 
statement of the number of guests 
in his Laclede and New La Salle 
hotels in connection with the vot- 
ers’ registration last June. 

Terry may not run again. Scott, 
who was elected a Cireuit Judge 
last week, must resign as an Alder- 
man by the end of the year, leav- 
ing a vacancy in his place until 
April.

~ OMPLAINTS of interference in 
([ reception during presidential 
campaigns are not justified, es- 
pecially so far as implications of de- 
liberate attempts to mar 
are concerned, C, W. Horn, director 
of research and development for 
the NBC, declares in a formal state- 
ment. | . 
Horn, who is recgnized as a radio 
expert throughout the broadcasting 
world, says that most of the so- 
ealled interference results from re- 
ception on radio sets which are not 
as selective as those of modern de- 
sign; Whereas the interference is 
not noticed in reception of musical 
programs, Horn asserts, it often 
forces itself on the attention of lis- 
teners when it occurs during talks 
in which they are intently inter- 
ested, 


“Listeners, not realizing that the 
fault is in their own sets, some- 
times begin to call up their news- 
papers,” he says. “Rumors begin 
to fly that other stations, motivated 
by political reasons, have attempted 
to drown out a political speaker 
with deliberate interference. 


“Radio stations are assigned cer- 
tain definite frequencies by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. They must stay within that 
frequency, and must not allow a 
variation of more than 50 cycles. 


than that variation—it would take 
a variation of 10,000 cycles to inter- 
fere with another station’s chan- 
nel.” 


Speaking of inefficient radio sets, 
Horn used official figures as the 
basis for his contention that the so- 
called “interference” should not be; 
attributed to political parties or ra- 
dio stations. “At the Oct. 5 hear- 
ings before the F. C. C. in Wash- 
ington,” he said, “testimony showed 
that on Dec, 1, 1986, there were 30,- 
000,000 radio sets in the United 
States. These figures also showed 
that about 25 per cent of these sets 
were more than five years old. Be- 
cause they were built at a time 
when radio development had not 
reached its present-day precision, a 
great many of them are not as se- 
lective as the newer types, The 
reason some radio manufacturers 
have added certain mechanical de- 
vices ig to make proper tuning easy, 
thereby eliminating or minimizing 
the so-called ‘interference,’ ” 


From the practical standpoint, 
Horn deciared, no radio station 
would run the risk of losing {ts li- 
ecense by deliberate interference 
with another station's channel, 


"The F. C. C. in Washington has 
set up monitoring equipment with 
which its engineers are constantly 
testing the stations’ frequencies,” 
said the NBC expert. “Consequently 
the stations themselves have de- 
veloped instruments for maintain- 
ing their frequencies — m 
instruments of such precision that 
they do not vary one part in 600,- 
000

Reception of the short wave aux- 
lliaries of the chain key stations 
was generally excellent.

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|Commodities Reach Highest 
Prices Since Summer of 1930; 
Textiles Continue Advances 


Non-Ferrous Metals at New Tops for the 
Year— Gains During Week for All 
Agricultural Staples. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Commodi- 
ties have reached the highest prices 
since the summer of 1930, many 
touching new peaks for the recov- 
ery swing. 

The Associated Press weighted 
index of 35 important commodity 
prices soared to 83.19 per cent of 
the 1926 average, compared with 
80.98 last week and 76.96 in the 
game period a year ago. 

Of staples, 22 advanced, 12 re- 
mained unchanged and une de- 
clined. This was the broadest up- 
turn since the pre-NRA inventory 
rise in 1933, 

Analysts attributed the sharp up- 
swing, among other things, to 
mounting supply of money in peo- 
ple’s hands incidental to fuller pay 
envelopes; rearmament demands of 
European nations and the passing 
of election as a possible unsettling 
influence. 

Non-Ferrous Metals Rise, 

Non-ferrous metals scored the 
sharpest gain, the index making a 
new top for the year. Fast-turning 
wheels of domestic industry and 
the rebuilding of Europe’s war ma- 
chines played an important part 
in the advance, 

Copper was marked up to the 
highest point since mid-1930, The 
boost in tin extended the upturn to 
18 per cent in two weeks, Lead 
also advanced slightly. 

Textiles continued their sweep 
into new high territory, the index 
chalking up its sixth consecutive 
peak for the year. 

Cotton cloth again led the pa- 


rade. The latest price, 7% cents a 
yard, is the highest since Nov. 21, 
1929, and is only fractionally below 
the 1927-29 average. Short supplies 
and heavy demand have pushed 
quotations for this staple up 27.6 
per cent in little more than two 
months. Silk and wool shared the 
improvement. 
Gains for Farm Staples. 

Agricultural staples all gained, 
Corn, wheat, oats, rye and cotton 
benefited from a combination of 
favorable supply reports and a cer- 
tain amount of speculative buying. 

Livestock benefited from recent 
official estimates of probable avail- 
able supplies over the next few 
months. Hogs, cattle and lambs 
were substantially higher. 

All gtaple foods, except flour, 
were buoyant; included were eggs, 
sugar, cocoa and lard, 

Industrial commodities, paced by 
steel scrap, were moderately better. 
Scrap reversed its course after 
drooping for severa] months, Hides, 
rubber and turpentine followed the 
lead.

LOCOMOTIVE WHISTLE 
AGAIN LURING ROVERS 


Class One Roads’ Passenger 
Return at $307,232,396 
for Nine Months, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The loco- 
motive whistle has recaptured some 
of its old lure for the roving Amer- 
ican. So rail men conclude from 
an increase in passenger revenues 
in the first four months under the 
lower fare schedule ordered by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
early this year. It cut the basic 
rate, effective June 2, to 2 cents a 
mile in coaches, 3 cents in Pullman 
cars and abolished Pullman sur- 
charges. 

Chiefly affected were Eastern 
roads, previously on a basic rate 
of 3.6 cents a mile. Carriers in the 


West and South had been seeking 
to tempt the prodigal traveler back 
to the rails with basic rates as low 
or lower than the ICC fixed. 

The June-September gains in 
passenger revenues coincided with 
an advance in business generally 
and improvement in public purchas- 
ing power. Competing carriers also 
did well. Gasoline consumption, 
considered an index of highway 
travel, hit a new peak and so did 
air travel. 


A compilation by the Association 
of American Railroads shows pas- 
senger income for all Class 1 roads 
from June to the end of September 
expanded 17.6 per cent compared 
with the corresponding 1935 period. 
In the first five months, before the 
new rates became effective, it was 
running 12.7 per cent ahead of last 
year. The rate of gain for the 
Eastern district, with its relatively 
dense traffic, jumped to 144 per 
cent’ from 9.8 in the first five 
months. 


Annual passenger return of Class 
1 roads dropped from $1,147,000,000 
in 1923 to $329,341,000 in 1933. The 
average return per passenger mile 
sank from above 3 cents to less 
than 1.9. Since 1933 there has been 
a siow gain. Rail statisticians es- 
timate the 1936 total should ap- 
proximate $386,000,000, perhaps 
more in light of the summer accel- 
eration. For nine months ended 
with September it rose to $307,232,- 
396 from $267,052,512 in the com- 
parable period last year.

ZINC JOINS PARADE. 
HIGHER METAL PRICES 


Export Copper Presses Ahead; 
Quoted at $10.85. for For- 
eign Shipment,

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Advance 
in prices of industrial metals was 
extended today. Zinc joined the 
parade. . 

The American Smelting & Re- 
fining Co. posted an increase of 
10 of a cent, making the new price 
4.95 cents a pound East St. Louis, 
the highest since August, 1933. 

After experiencing quite heavy 
demand throughout the week, zine 
prices finally were advanced $2 a 
ton on Saturday. Smelters now 
have unfilled orders of about 60,000 
tons, trade circles said. 

Sharp advances occurred in prac- 
tically all non-ferrous metal mar- 
kets during the week. The widest 
gain was in tin, which rose more 
than 6 cents a pound before react- 
ing 1% cents from the highest level 
at the close of the week. 

Export copper pressed ahead on 
a rise which hag added more than 
a cent a pound to the price in re- 
cent weeks. Red metal for forcign 
shipment wag quoted in. trade cir- 
cles at 10.85 cents a pound, highest 
since December, 1930, against 10.75 
to 10.80 around the close of trad- 
ing yesterday. 

Following active domestic de- 
mand, producers here lifted’ the 
price % of a cent to 10% for elec- 
trolytic. Foreign buying was again 
attributed to improving industrial 
conditions and armament activity, 
With domestic consumption appar- 
ently continuing at a high rate, new 
business was done following the 
price boost.

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RULES FOR NEW JURY 
ASSIGNMENT SYSTEM 


Announced by Judge McAfee 
—Method Effective Dec. 7 
in .Civil Courts. 


Rules for the central jury as 
signment system in Circuit Court 


were made public yesterday by Pre- 
siding Judge J. Wesley McAfee. 
They were adopted by the Circuit 
Judges at a meeting in general 
term. The system goes into effect 
Dec. ~ It is applicable at present 
to civil divisions, but later will be 
extended to criminal divisions. 
Instead of summoning jurors to 
separate divisions, as has been the 
practice, they will be summoned to 
the central room, in which Judge 
O'Neill Ryan will preside. From 
there they will be sent to the va- 
rious trial divisions as needed. 
The rules provide that no juror 
shall be excused from service un- 


less he appears in person before 


the court to which he has been 
called. If unable to appear be- 
cause of illness, a doctor's certifi- 
cate must be submitted. The Judge 
in charge of the jury assembly room 
shall have sole power of excusing 
jurors, and no other Judge shall 
do so, or shall request the Judge 
in charge of the jury room to do 
so. A statement of the rule apply- 
ing to excuses and postponements 
and the time and place where such 
may be applied for will be printed 
on each jury summons, 


A Assigning Jurors. 

Other rules set forth that the jury 
assembly room shall be in charge 
of a Deputy Sheriff and as many 
assistants as the court may deem 
necessary. Each juror is to have a 
number which shall appear on the 
summons and on the copy of the 
general panel. <A record is to be 
kept of every juror whose service 
hag been postponed, with the date 
of postponement. The time for 
making excuses is to be designated 
by the Judge of the assembly room. 
Also the number of jurors to be 
summoned for each week is to be 
determined by the Judges sitting in 
the various jury rooms. 

Names of the jurors are to be 
placed in a wheel and panels of 18 
drawn as needed for service. No 
trial Judge shall ask for a panel 
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pletion of the case tried before it 

and a new panel shall be called 

from the jury room to the trial di- 

vision for each case tried therein. 
Limit of Service. 


The trial division shall not re- 
tain a panel or any member thereof 
for additional trials, nor shall it 
excuse any juror from service. No 
juror who has served during the 
week for which he was called shail 
be held for additional service after 
the completion of his duties. Judges 


in trial divisions are to notify the 


assembly room Judge each day not 
later than 2:30 p. m. whether addi- 
tional jurors will be needed.

Other members of the group have 
not been identified, but the names 
of Andrew Johnson, Frank Rand, 
Brad Shinkle and Talton Francis 
have been mentioned as likely to 
be included’ and Francis has been 
named as the probable treasurer of 
the new Brownie organization.

Points Are Watched. 


Just because the leaves have 
fallen and winter overcoats again 
appear on the streets it does not 


mean that all masonry work should 
cease. -Quite the contrary. The 
very fact that most people feel that 
way is the cause of a lay-off of 
masonry labor during the winter 
months. This lay-off makes labor 
more available for such work and 
increases the possibility of getting 
good mechanics, 

As has been truthfully said: “In 
building, the only things that 
freeze are water and fingers.” 

a Ss “ 

If these two are taken care of, 
anything is possible. Gloves will 
take care of the fingers. Reason- 
able care in keeping the sand and 
crushed stone warm before mixing 
and protecting the finished work 
by adequate covering or, in ex- 
treme cases, by salamanders of 
charcoal stoves will take care of 
the water. For ordinary purposes, 
such work should net be pushed on 
days when the temperature is be- 
low freezing. Only in certain parts 
of the country are there enough be- 
low-freezing days in succession to 
interfere seriously with the work. 
In such regions provisions should 
be made for the use of salamanders. 

Once the masonry work is com- 
pleted, the balance of the house is 
reasonably smooth sailing. Plaster- 
ing must be watched, and lumber 
should be protected from snow and 
rain, but otherwise the work may 
progress without inconvenience,

The show will run for eight days, 
including Sunday, which is an in- 
hovation, and will close Wednes- 
day, Nov. 18.-It is the first time 
that a mid-week opening has been 
planned, previous New York shows 
having begun on Saturday.

In the Line for 1937, 


Featured by an entirely new car 
that fits in the field just above 
the Series “60,” the new 1937 Cadil- 
lac cars now being shown by the 
Oliver Cadillac Co., distributer, and 


| dealers, consist of four series of 


V-8s, the V-12 and the V-16, gen- 
erally roomier and more powerful 
than last year. 

As last year, Cadillac puts both 
Fisher and Fleetwood bodies on its 
V-8 chassis.. The Fisher bodies are 
uniform in appointments. The 
Fleetwoods are designed for more 
individual treatment in_ styling. 
The V-12 and V-16 are exclusively 
Fleetwoods, as well as two lines 
of V-8s—the series “70” and “75.” 

The new Cadillac is the “65,” 
It is produced in only one Fisher 
body type, a five-passenger sedan 
on a 13l1-inch wheelbase. 

The series “60” is on 124inch 
wheelbase; the series “70,” on 131- 
inch ‘wheelbase; series “75,” on 138- 
inch wheelbase; series “85 V-12, 138- 
inch wheelbase, and the series “90” 
V-16, a custom car, on 154-inch 
wheelbase with 238-inch overall 
length. 

Principal Changes. 

The principal changes are in the 
Cadillac V-8s. The performance has 
been advanced in acceleration and 
operating standards. At the same 
time, the economy, comfort and 
eafety of the models have been 
improved. 

The 1937 Cadillacs have a mas 
sive, yet well-formed, hood dom- 
inating the design. Fenders, taper- 
‘ing’ and drawn to a modulated “V” 
at the rear, add to the impression 
of fleetness and grace. Skirts of 
the rear fenders are noticeably 
longer, another note in the flowing, 
streamline motif. The smoothness 
of lines, made possible by the stee] 
“turret top,” blend into the rear-end 
sweep. Bumpers are more rugged. 

The smoother, quieter motors, 
have a lighter flywheel, a three- 
point engine support, improved hy- 
draulic valve silencers and lower 
engine speed. Adoption of the hy- 
poid rear axle on the “60” permits 
considerable increase in passenger 
room, and reduces upsprung weight 
for roadability. 

Inside the Cadillacs, the addition 
of leg and head room, together with 
the soft luxury of the all-wool up- 
holstery, is most etriking.

Presentation of New Ford Cars 
Spectacular—Cape Cod Wind- 
mill Given to Henry Ford, 
DEARBORN, Mich., Nov. 7— 


The first showing of the new 1937 
Ford V-8 cars to more than 8000 
dealers here Friday was described 


by M. N, Johnson, manager in St. 
Louis for the Ford Motor Co., as 
the most spectacular presentation 
of new automobiles that he ever 
had seen. The dealer session was 
described as the largest general 
meeting held in the Detroit area 
since the American Legion conven- 
tion in 1931. 

The St. Louis delegation, which 
was accompanied by Johnson and 
J. T. Rechtin, assistant manager in 
St. Louis, numbered 205 dealers. 
They came from St. Louis in a train 
of 21 coaches, which was said to 
have been the second longest that 
ever pulled out of the city. Deal- 
ers came from all over the United 
States in 41 special trains, madé up 
of a total of 412 Pullman cars and 
others from Canada and the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone. 

Enough electricity was used in 
filuminating the display to operate 
the lights of a small city. 

There was a meeting in the 
morning, a luncheon, a session in 
the Coliseum, where the presenta- 
tion was held, and a dinner in the 
evening in the Coliseum, which was 
transformed into an elaborate night 
club effect. 

There also was a presentation to 
Henry Ford in Deerfield Village, 
of the 300-year-old Cape Cod wind- 
mill which was built by the Pil- 
grims in 1633 and at one time was 
a landmark at the four corners at 
West Yarmouth, Mass. The wind- 
mill was purchased by a committee

EX-KAISER WRITES BOOK 
ON GORGCNS OF MYTHOLOGY 


Volume Deals with Three Sisters 
with Snakes on Their Heads. 
By the Associated Press. 
DOORN, The Netherlands, Nov. 


7—The woodchopper of Doorn, ex- 
Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany, has 
written a book about Greek mytb- 


ology. 

The work, just published by a 
Berlin house, deals specifically 
with the Gorgons, the three sis- 
ters with snakes on their heads in- 
stead of hair—Medusa, Stheno and 
Euryale. Medusa’s glance was sup- 
posed to turn a man to stone. 

The book was the result of long 
research by the exiled former mon- 
arch, now 77. It has 163 pages, 
six maps and 114 illustrations. 

The ex-kaiser—now merely Wil- 
helm Hohenzollern—became _inter- 
ested in the Gorgons in 1911 when 
he was visiting the Greek island of 
Corfu. His party excavated the re- 
mains of an ancient Doric temple, 
thought to have been built in honor 
of the three sisters in the eighth 
century B, C. famous archeolog- 
ists and explorers have gathered 
at tue ex-kaiser;s Doorn home. 

The book, called “Studien zur 
Gorgo” (studies concerning the 
Gorgons), is dedicated to Wilhelm’s 
father, the late Kaiser Friedrich 
lil, ™ 

Wilhe is eontemplating publi- 
cation of.a second work, “The Old- 
est Kfngiom in Mesopotamia,” 
and would deal with Wilhelm’s idea 
of the conception of royalty in the 
minds of the oldest known settlers 
in Mesopotamia more than 3000 
years before Christ. 


INQUIRY INTO FREIGHT RATES 
ON BITUMINOUS COAL SOUGHT 


Agencies Set Up Under Original 
Guffey Act Make Request 
to J. C. CO. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7-—The 
Bituminous Coal Commission peti- 
tioned the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today for a general in- 
vestigation of all interstate freight 
rates on bituminous coal. 


The Coal Commission was joined 
in its petition by the Consumers’ 
Counsel, both of which were set up 
under the original Guffey Coal 
Control Act. 

Also, the National Coal Associa- 
tion, a producers’ organization, 
filed its reply with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission protesting 
against the petition of class 1 rail- 
roads for permanent rate increases 
on various commodities, including 
coal and coke. 

In their protest against the rail- 
roads’ request, the Coal Commission 
and Consumers’ Counsel contended 
the increase, if granted, would mean 
an additional burden of $30,000,000 
a year for the coal industry and its 
consumers. 

Temporary surcharge rates, due 
to expire Dec, 1, now cost the coal 
industry approximately the same 


INDEPENDENT STEEL FIRMS — 
ALSO BOOST WAGES 10 PCT. 


National and Republic Announce 
Increase; ‘Welcome but Inade- 
quate,’ John L. Lewis Says. 

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 7.—Large in- 
dependent steel operators fell into 
line today on a 10 per cent wage 
increase for steel workers Nov. 16. 

Following the lead of United 
States Steel Corporation and Beth- 
lehem subsidiaries, National and 
Republic announced that pay in 
their plants would be increased. 

The only difference in the agree- 
ments was that some provided auto- 
matic adjustments with changes in 
living costs while others did not. at 
Carnegie-Illinois’ Duquesne,  Pa., 
mills, the employes accepted the 
pay increase but rejected the ad- 
justment provisions. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers and leader 
of the industrial organization move- 
ment, called the increase “welcome” 
but inadequate. 

The raise, he said, “will do more 
to make the workers conscious of 
their power than anything that’s 
happened for a long while.”

IME was when you either 
achieved the decorative distinc- 
tion of an Oriental rug or had 
to be content with the drabness 
of a plain “taupe” carpet. Not so 
now, when every rug manufacturer 
boasts not only a complete line of 
“decorators’” colors but a wide 
range of different textures as well. 


Today, a rug or carpet should fit 


as perfectly into a room, as far 
as color and type are concerned, 
ag do the draperies and upholstered 
pieces. 

In addition to thése plain carpets 
which may be had in a wide range 
of colors, most manufacturers are 
showing hand-tufted rugs which 
may be had in as many as 500 
gtock colors. Ahd if even these 
colors are not absolutely correct 
they will dye up the yarn specially 
to match any fabric that you wish. 
Naturally, these hand-tufted rugs 
are more expensive than the stock 
broadlooms but, in addition to get- 
ting exactly the color you require, 
the pile of these rugs is very thick 
and luxurious. 

Equally interesting are those tex- 
tured rugs having the design carved 
out of the pile which is achieved by 
cutting it in different heights. Sim- 
ple herringbone and chevron ef- 
fects are most popular but any spe- 
cial design may be carved in, to 
order. In these rugs even very soft 
and delicate colors can be used for 
this very rough texture does not 
show the soil nearly as much as 
the smooth surface rugs do.

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Broiled Frankfurte:s 
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OST MEN like to cook. Some 
boast of it openly, others con- 
fess it shyly. 

Did you ever watch the average 
man with this avocation at a pic- 
nic? No woman could be fussier 
as to the broiling of steak or the 
brewing of coffee—no woman could 
be more jubilant with a good result, 
and the result is usually superia- 

ve. 

. We are lost in admiration and if 
we smile at the fastidiousness and 
the bit of bustle that aecompany 
the efforts of most of our man 
cooks, it is done because we are 
rather pleased to discover that they 
have a vulnerable heel. 

A number of fine recipes have 
been given me by men. The latest 
is a chance discovery by a promi- 
nent man of affairs who likes to 
cook his Thursday cook’s-night-off 
dinner on the camp stove in his St. 
Louis County garden. 

The menu included, among other 
things, country sausage and cider. 
He was inspired to dip the uncooked 
sausages in the cider and so 
achieved a marvelous glazed broiled 
sausage effect. 

—-0-0-— 
@lT WAS a man who taught me 
to pare an apple, cut it into thin 
wedges and spread soft Roquefort 
cheese between the wedges. This 
makes a delicious salad. 

It was a man who taught me to 
dip a beefsteak in powdered sugar. 
When it is closely covered, it is 
ready to be broiled. The sugar 
forms a coating which cracks off 
later or which can easily be re- 
moved. After broifing, season the 
steak and serve it at once. By this 
method, the steak remains juicy. 
Steak is the grandest and usually 
the most expensive of all outdoor 
food. Hamburgers probably come 
next in. popularity. 

Ground beef may be seasoned, 
combined with chopped onion, 
shaped into patties, surrounded 
a strip of bacon secured with tooth- 
picks, and broiled. The bacon adds 
a fine flavor to the beef. Serve 
these. patties with a good mustard 
pickle. 

Next in favor come sausages. 
During the summer, a recipe was 
given in this column for frank- 
furter. Perhaps you have mislaid 
it or forgotten about it. As it is 
ideal for crisp weather picnics, I 
shall give it again. 


Broiled Frankfurters and Sauer- 
Raut. 

@ CUT a deep gash into frank- 
furter Sausages. Fill the gashes 
with canned, drained sauerkraut. 
Spread the outsides of the sausages 
lightly with mustard. Wrap them 
in thin strips of bacon. Secure the 
bacon with toothpicks. Broil the 
sausages over a camp fire. If you 
are wise, you will allow at least 
two sausages to a person. Serve 
them on: buns with hot cider. 


Hot Cider. 
6 ADD a few cloves and a bit of 
cinnamon-stick to cider. Heat it 
but do not permit it to boil. Strain 
the cider and serve it hot. Sugar 
0 be added if the cider is very 
acid. 

This is good as a picnic beverage 
and fine for a late evening spread, 
or a cocktail party (those who do 
hot like alcoholic drinks are also en- 
titled to consideration).

BRAISED STUFFED CELERY IS ONE 


N THIS YEAR of Southwestern 
| Centennials, the. native frontier 

dishes come in for a lion's share 
of interest. 

Throughout Texas, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, and Arizona the food 
shows the ruddy influence of Old 
Spain and Mexico. Hot, hot sea- 
sonings—chili, tabasco, pepper pods 
—all are used in burning profusion. 
Dark glowing tomatoes, pungent 
spices, red-hot condiments, onions, 
and garlic are also tossed in with 
a lavish hand. 

Many of the dishes native to the 
Southwest have permeated our na- 
tional cuisine. Menus all over the 
country occasionally feature chili 
con carne or some Spanish or Mex- 
ican version of a meat, egg, or 
vegetable dish. 

Chili con carne, that perennial 
Mexican favorite, is a fragrant tri- 
umph in rich dark reds. Plump, 
mealy beans from the Estancia 
Valley are the finest chili beans. 
Combine them with juicy, tender 
beef, tomatoes, and a piquant blend 
of Mexican spices and you have 
the making of that famed dish. 

Tamales, as they are made by the 
patient Spaniards, represent the 
acme of art. They are compound- 
ed of as many as 26 Spanish vege- 
tables, intricately combined with a 
mush that has been deftly kneaded 
for one and one-half hours, and 
finally encased in plantain leaves 
and steamed for two hours. This 
glorious Spanish tamale is then 


| served with separate dishes of 


boiled rice and kidney beans, a 
tossed lettuce and onion salad, and 
a red wine. Fruit and Spanish 
cheeses are a perfect dessert for 
this meal. 

The Mexican tamale, beloved by 
Americans all through the South- 
west, is a law unto itself. Corn- 
meal may be used in making the 
dough, though the fresh-grated, un- 
cooked corn is greatly to be pre- 
ferred. Chicken, veal, beef or pork 
are sauteed in oil, mixed with toma- 
toes, onions, and condiments, and 
simmered together to form — the 
spicy meat filling. 

Corn shucks are skilfully used as 
cases for steaming the tamale. In- 
gredients and seasonings used in 
tamales vary with the commuhity 
and. with personal taste. They may 
be mildly pungent or red-hot, they 
may be loaded with fruits and nuts 
or subtly suggestive of ripe olives

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One-half tablespoon Worcester- 
shire sauce. | 

One-half cup ripe olives, stoned.

Stir cornmeal gradually into boil- 
ing water. Add one teaspoon of the 
salt, pépper, Worcestershire sauce 
and olives. Cook, stirring occasion- 
ally, for 15 minutes. Baute onion 
and garlic in qne tablespoon of the 
butter until yellow. Add hamburger 
and saute until light browned, 
stirring frequently. Add remain- 
ing teaspoon of salt, tomatoes and 
chili powder, and simmer five min- 
utes. Place a thin layer of mush 
in greased casserole. Add a layer 
of meat mixture, then alternate lay- 
ers of mush and meat, topping with 
mush. Combine bread with remain- 
ing tablespoon of butter, melted. 
Sprinkle over top of casserole. Bake 
in moderately hot oven (375 degrees 
F. 30 minutes. Yield: Six portions. 

One of the delights of Spanish 
cookery is Rice Mexicana. It is 
often made on top of the stove by 
prolonged simmering of fried rice. 
During this long cooking there must 
be no stirring, or the rice grains will 
break. 

Just as often, this appetizing mix- 
ture is given a long, gentile baking 
in a slow oven. In this case, a de- 
licious dish is made with alternate 
layers of fried rice, sliced stuffed 


‘olives and grated Parmesan cheese. 


Ground meat may be added for ex- 
tra nourishment. Or hard-cooked 
eggs, diced cooked carrots, and green 
peas may be added as a final ges- 
ture in garniture. Corn, red beans, 
and lima beans may be prepared in 
a similar manner. 


Rice Mexicana. 


One cup uncooked rice. % 
One-half clove garlic, minced. 
One small onion, chopped. 

Two tablespoons fat. 

One-half medium-sized green pep- 
per, chopped, 

Two téaspoons salt. 

Two teaspoons chill powder. 

One cup canned tomatoes.

Wash rice through several wa- 
ters and drain.

Add green pepper, salt, 
chili powder, tomatoes and stock, 
and mix well.

A tex- 
ture as snowy and downy as cot- 
ton characterizes the baked Idaho 
potato. This is undoubtedly the 
reason why many. people prefer 
baking to all other methods of 
cooking. 


Creamed Idaho Potatoes in 
Shells. 


Six Idaho potatoes. 

One tablespoon soft fat. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two cups thin white sauce. 
Two tablespoons diced pimiento, 
Two tablespoons grated cheese. 
Paprika. 


Scrub potatoes and rub with fat. 
Bake in very hot oven (450 degrees 
F.) one hour, or until tender. Re- 
move from oven. Cut a lengthwise 
slice from the top of each. With a 
small spatula mark the inside of 
each potato into small squares. Re- 
meve carefully without breaking 
shells. Sprinkle with salt. Com- 
bine white sauce and pimiento, and 
lightly stir in potato. Heap diced 
creamed potato lightly into shells. 
Sprinkle with cheese and dust with 
paprika. Return to oven until 
cheese is melted. Yield: Six por- 
tions, 

One of Utah’s finest celery dishes 
is braised stuffed celery. This 
flavorful dish is prepared in dif- 
ferent ways but two in particular 
seem worthy of -mmortality. There 
is the kind of braised celery which 
is made by slitting the bunches 
down the center, placing them in 
a baking dish on a bed of cut-up 
onions, carrots and a bit of salt 
pork, pouring rich seasoned meat 
stock over all, and baking until 
tender. This, of course, fills the 
place of any cooked vegetable.in a 
meal, The other version goes one 
step farther and becomes meat- 
and-vegetable-in-one. 


Braised Stuffed Celery. 
Two large bunches celery. — 
Three-fourths pound ground veal. 
One-fourth pound ground pork. 
One-fourth cup ground bread 
crumbs. 

One medium. sized onion, finely 
chopped. 

One-third cup milk. 

One and one-fourth teaspoons 


salt. . 

One-eighth teaspoon black pep- 
per. a 

Two tablespoons fat. 

Two cups tomatoes, ¢ut in pieces. 

Two cups seasoned brown stock. 

One-fourth cup ohopped green 
pepper. . 

Cut off large leaves from celery 
leaving root. Open stalks as far as 
possible without breaking and 
wash thoroughly. Drain. Combine 
ground meat with crumbs, onion, 
milk, salt, and pepper. Stuff meat 
in hollows of the two bunches of 
celery. Press stalks together and 
tie securely. Saute celery in hot fat 
until golden brown. Remove to 
casserole, Add tomatoes, stock, and 
green pepper. Cover and bake in 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.) 
about 45 minutes. Yield: Six por- 
tions, Round steak may be used 
instead of veal and pork. Serve 
with a sauce made by thickening 
liquid and vegetables left in cas- 
serole. 


Rocky Mountain Trout Special. 


Trout are at their best served 
with crisp brown cubes of delicate- 
ly fried potatoes; and this method 
allows for frying the potatoes and 
trout in the same hot fat. Pare the 
potatoes, then cut in one-half-inch 
cubes, and soak them in ice water 
ohe hour. While they are soaking, 
clean and wash the trout thorough- 
ly. Dry, then roll in flour which has 
been seasoned with salt and pap- 
rika. Dry potatoes well on ab- 
sorbent paper and lower carefully 
into a skillet holding hot fat to a 
depth of one inch. Fry until golden 
brown at a temperature of 380 de- 
grees F. Remove from fat and 
drain on absorbent paper. Just 
before serving sprinkle with salt. 

Let the fat cool slightly (360 de- 
grees F.), Then place the fish in 
the hot fat and brown delicately 
on both sides, turning once. Serve 
trout and potato cubes immediate- 
ly. A cucumber salad, hot rolls, and 
coffee make this a never-to-be-for- 
gotten meal. 


Banas Useful 
in Gay Salads 
and Desserts 


Here’s a Selection of Recipes 
- That Should Help in Vary-

ated for posterity a song hymn- 
ing the merits of bananas be- 
cause they have no bones, hag hit 
on a good idea, The clean peeling, 
the sharp knife to make neat slices, 
the versatility of the fruit for des- 
sert, vegetable or salad purposes, 
all deserve a song of their own. 
So, to celebrate the song of the 
boneless banana, here’s some re- 
cipes that. will make menu music 
for you, while your guests grow 
lyrical in their praise of you as a 


hostess. 

The first stanza of the banana 
anthem ig written around a cake, 
a banana surprise cake; to be exact. 
The surprise will be if any guest 
doesn’t eat it, or refuse another 
portion, 

Sift two cups flour, one-half tea~ 
spoon baking powder, three-quar- 
ters teaspoon soda and one-half 
teaspoon salt together. Cream 
one-half cup shortening and grad- 
ually add one and one-half cups 
sugar. Stir in’ two well-beaten 
eggs. Combine one-quarter cup 
sour’ milk apd one cup mashed ba- 
nanag (two or three) and add alter- 
nately with dry ingredients to 
creamed mixture. Add one teaspoon 
vanilla, pour mixture into greased 
layer cake pans and bake for 30 
minutes in a moderately hot oven. 
When layers are cold, put together 
with whipped cream and sliced ba- 
nanas and spread with marshmal- 
low icing. 

To make the icing, put one and 
one-third cups sugar, one-half cup 
water and one tablespoon white 
corn syrup in a saucepan and milk 
until it spins a thread. Add gradu- 
ally to one stiffly-beaten egg, beat- 
ing constantly; add one tablespoon 
marshmallow cream and continue 
beating until the proper consist- 
ency to spread. ; 
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TROPICAL MOUSSE — Now 
there’s a concoction that never fails! 
Mix together one cup mashed,. fully 
ripe bananas, two tablespoons orange 
juice and one-eighth teaspoon grat- 
ed orange rind. Add one-quarter 
cup coconut, three and one-half ta- 
blespoons brown sugar and . one- 
eighth teaspoon salt. Whip one cup 
heavy cream until fluffy but. not 
stiff. Fold in banana and orange 
mixture. Pour in freezing tray of 
automatic refrigerator and freeze 
until firm. It serves six to eight.

Baked Frosting 
Tops This List 
Of Cake Icings 


It Is Spread on Top of the 
Batter and Is Cooked 
With It. 


Tres RETURN of brisk weather 


reminds one that the festive sea- 

son is well on its way. And 
this means that you will want to 
do right by your guests by turning 
out some splendid cakes, nice cakes 
topped with tasty icing. To start 
with, here’s a luscious baked frost- 
ing that bids fair to become your 
pride and joy. 

Beat one egg white until nearly 
stiff and add one-half cup brown 
sugar gradually, beating in each 
addition. Spread on top of the 
cake batter and sprinkle one-quar- 
ter cup chopped nuts on top. Bake 
in moderate oven (about 350 F.) 
until cake is done. This will cover 
an eight-inch square. 

Of course, cakes take to frosting 
as the China Clipper takes to the 
air, but you can put it on cookies, 
sweet breads, cup cakes and dough- 
nuts, too. And you can spread it 
on plain crackers and make des- 
sert sandwiches by putting. two 
sweet crackers together with a fill- 
ing of frosting. 

—-0-o-— 

WHITE MOUNTAIN frosting is 
superb as you will discover when 
you follow this recipe: Break two 
egg whites into a mixing bowl. Put 
one and one-half cups sugar, one- 
half cup cold water and one table- 
spoon white corn syrup into a small 
saucepan; stir over low heat until 
sugar is dissolved. Boil rapidly 
until the syrup can be formed into 
a soft ball when a little is poured 
into water. Then remove from 
stove. Beat the egg whites quickly 
until stiff. Continue beating while 
pouring the hot syrup in a fine 
stream over the egg whites. Add 
the flavoring, one teaspoon vanilla 
and continue beating until mixture 
will spread. 

For a variation of the white 
mountain frosting, use one cup of 
brown sugar and one of white 
sugar. Sprinkle chopped nut meats 
and shredded coconut on top. 

To make a delicious fudge frost- 
ing, put two cups sugar, two 
ounces chocolate, two tablespoons 
white corn syrup and two-thirds 
cup milk in a deep saucepan; stir 
over low, heat until sugar is dis- 
solved and chocolate melted. Bring 
to boiling point and cook, stirring 
occasionally, until mixture will 
form a very soft ball in cold water. 
Remove from stove, add two table- 
spoons butter. Cook to 110 degrees 
F. Beat vigorously until thick 
enough to spread. 


HERE apse oodles of recipes for 
chocolate frosting, but here is 
one you probably will like. It is 
a chocolate boiled frosting. Com- 
bine two and one-quarter cups 
Sugar, one teaspoon dark corn 
syrup and one cup boiling water. 
Place over low flame and stir con- 
stantly until sugar is dissolved and 
ixture boils. Continue cooking unh- 
ti a small amount of syrup spins a 
Jong thread when dropped from tip of 
spoon (240 degrees F.). Pour syrup 
in fine stream over three stiffly- 
beaten egg whites, beating constant- 
ly. Contiune beating until almost 
tsiff enough to spread on cake, then 
fold in six squares unsweetened 
chocolate that has been melted and 
cooled.

ASH two young rabbits. Dis 

joint and cut in pieces for 

serving. Wipe dry and dust 
with salt and pepper and dredge 
with flour. Cut one-third pound 
of salt pork into small pieces and 
saute in frying pan until brown. 
Drain out the pork cubes and set 
aside, leaving about two-thirds cup 
of fat in the pan. In this fat brown 
the rabbit, turning frequently. Aft- 
er browning, reduce the heat and 
add one cup of hot water. Cover 
and cook slowly from 45 minutes 
to an hour, according to the age 
of the rabbit. Add two cups of 
sour cream in which one tablespoon 
of flour has been dissolved, the 
browned pork cubes and two tabie- 
spoons of finely chopped parsley. 
Simmer,about 10 minutes longer. 
Serve with toast points, dripped ip 
melted butter and parsley. 


Souffled Spoon Bread 

Two cups of boiling water. 

One cup of yellow corn meal. 

One tablespoon of butter. 

One and one-half teaspoons of 
salt. 

Four eggs. 

One-half cup milk. 

One-half cup flour. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

Two tablespoons of baking pow- 
der. 

Sprinkle the corn méal on top 
of the boiling water, add the butter 
and salt. Cook in the double boiler, 
stirring until the mixture becomes 
thick. Pour into a large bowl. Add 
the well-beaten egg yolks and milk 
to the corn meal, then the flour 
sifted with the sugar and baking 
powder. Beat well. Whip the egg 
whites stiff but not dry and fold 
into the mixture. Pour into a but- 
tered baking dish and bake in «a 
moderately hot oven about 45 min- 
utes. Serve from dish in which it 
was cooked. 


Shell Beans Creole 

Three pounds of shell beans. - 

Three tablespoons of olive oil. 

One small green pepper. 

ne clove of garlic. 

Two onions. 

Three strips of chopped raw ba 
con. 

Six medium sized tomatoes. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Shell and cook the beans in boil 
ing salted water for about 30 min- 
utes. Drain. Chop the onions, 
green pepper and garlic fine, and 
simmer in olive oil until soft. Add 
the chopped bacon, cut up peeled 
tomatoes and seasonings and sim- 
mer until well cooked, about an 
hour. Mix with the beans and re 
heat. 


Cider Salad 

Soften two scant tablespoons ot 
gelatin in one-fourth cup of cold 
water. Dissolve in one-half cup of 
boiling cider in which has been 
placed one-half teaspoon of cinna- 
mon and a pinch of ground cloves. 
Stir this into two and a half cups 
of cider with one-half cup of sugar 
and the juice of one lemon. S&tir 
until well mixed and set in refrig- 
erator until it begins to congeal. 
Cut up one cup of celery into small 
pieces and one-half cup of English 
walnuts. When starting to jell fold 
in the nuts and celery. Pour in a 
cold rinsed mold and chill.

BOUT 60 years ago Scott’s 
catalog listed counterfeits and 

rints of United States Local 
| stamps, as the stamps of the vari- 
» ous private express companies were 
' called. Three columns of figures 
were used for prices, instead of the 
present two for used and unused 
prices. The explanation in the cata- 
log was: 

“The first column gives the price 
of good imitations, printed in the 
correct color only, of nearly all of 
the rare, and almost unobtainable 
originals; these are offered at the 
uniform rate of two cents each. 
They have been prepared for the 
express purpose of familiarizing col- 
lectors with the appearance of these 
rare stamps, nearly all of which are 
worth, at present, from $1 to $10 
each; our publishers being prepared 
to pay nearly the full retail value 
for all of them. It is hoped that 
the publication of these facts will 
stimulate active search for these 
rarities, and bring such quantities 
of genuine original locals from their 
hiding places as to enable them to 
withdraw the imitations from the 
market, and supply originals at a 
moderate price. 

“The second column gives the 
prices of those stamps which have 
been reprinted either by the orig- 
inal owners or by dealers to whom 
the plates or dies have been sold, 
thus enabling stamps from the orig- 
inal plates, etc, to be sold at a 
nominal rate. 

“The third column gives the 
prices of which our publishers can 
supply genuine original copies.”

@ IN THE EARLY DAYS of 
stamp collecting, a stamp was a 
stamp, in fact two-thirds of a stamp 
was a stamp. Perfection meant 
nothing, and if the genuine stamp 
could not be obtained, a reasonably 
good forgery made an excellent sub- 
stitute. That is the reason so many 
really old collections are practically 
worthless to present day collectors, 
because today, in the United States 
at least, collectors demand perfec- 
tion. 

For many years certain dealers 
have applied private perforations to 
straight-edged copies of the higher 
priced stamps to move along their 
stock, but an expert can tell 
whether or not the stamp has been 
reperforated. Many years ago, 
when collectors began to be of- 
fended by being offered early issues 
of a country with chunks torn out 
of them, a master repairer in Berlin 
obliged with them by creating 
“superb copies” by pasting up torn 
stamps. He was very proud of his 
work, and initialed all such items. 
“ Today one may buy from reliable 
dealers repaired stamps of the 
higher priced items at a fraction 
of the cost of an undamaged copy. 
These stamps have been repaired 
and are “face perfect,” that is, on 
the face, or for that matter on the 
back also no sign of damage can 
be found. If the proper tests are 
applied, of course, the repairing can 
readily be found. These stamps are 
nearly always marked on the back 
“repaired” or merely “R.” 

—0-0-— 
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OFFICIALS of the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving have de- 
nied that the issuance of the Army 
and Navy stamps has been delayed 
because the proposed designs have 
been rejected by the Postoffice De- 
partment. The bureau has sub- 
mitted only designs for the borders, 
no request having been made for 
designs for the central subjects. No 
official connected with the Division 
of Stamps has been willing to offer 
an explanation for the delay. 


@ THE PHILLIPINE Trade Com- 
missioner in Washington, D. C., is 
now accepting orders for the series 
of stamps overprinted in honor of 
Antine Arnaiz and J. J. Calvo 
(Arnacal) at 22 cents a set, and 
the set commemorating the first 
anniversary of the Commonwealth, 
at 12 cents a set. Separate orders 
should be sent for each set. These 
orders are filled with stamps re- 
ceived from the Philippine Govern- 
ment regardless of centering, and 
@ memorandum issued by the office 
states, “No exchanges are made for 
centering.” 
EUROPEAN STAMP JOUR- 
ALS are listing news of Spanish 
Revolutinary Provisionals, Current 
Spanish stamps were overprinted 
“Sevilla—Viva Espana’—Julio 1936, 
the overprint on the lower values 
being typographed, and on the 
peseta values, hand-stamped. Spain, 
Offices in Morocco, No. 157, the 25c 
crimson, showing the Calipha and 
Bodyguard on their way to Friday 
prayer has been overprinted across 
the top “18-7-36” and across the bot- 
tom “0.25-|-2.00,” with two bars ob- 
literating the original value. This 
stamp was issued to support a fund 
for the insurgents.

_ A Physiologist 


An Ingenious Explanation of 
Why. Human Beings Like 


to Dance.

AM IN’ receipt of a small vol- 
ume called “Medicine and Man- 
kind,” which contains the iec- 
tures delivered to the laity at the 
New York Academy of Medicine 
during 1936. There are many in- 
teresting contributions, one being 
Dr. Howard W. Haggard’s essay on 
the practice of medicine in the days 
of Louis XIV, illustrated by the 
king’s own illnesses. 

In the essay called “The Organic 
Background of Mind,” here reprint- 
ed, Dr. Foster Kennedy ingeniously 
explains some things that must al- 
ways puzzle a physiologist. For in- 
stance, he poses the question: 
“Why do we dance?” It is a pretty 
silly performance, after all, and 
gets sillier as you grow older. It 
appears to accomplish no purpose, 
and in a detached frame of mind 
the philosopher must frequently 
wonder why, from the dawn of 
time down to the present, all sorts 
and conditions of men and women 
have gotten some kind of pleasure 
out of jiggling their bodies around 
to the rhythm of music. 

Dr. Kennedy’s explanation is 
quite simple. He points out that 
the nerve of hearing really consists 
of two nerves — one of which car- 
ries the sensation of sound to the 
brain, the other of which goes to 
an entirely different organ, the or- 
gan of equilibrium, which carries 
the sensation of the body in space 
to the mind. 

This last organ, which consists 
of three little semi-circular canals 
filled with fluid, lets us know even 
if we are in the dark with our 
eyes closed, whether we are in a 
recumbent or an upright position, 
whether we are tilted to the right 
or to the left. It is the organ 
which is particularly tested to see 
that its function is perfect in air- 
plane pilots. 

Now, these two nerves being 
bound together for better or for 
worse, it naturally follows that 
stimulation of one is likely to be 
followed by stimulation of the 
other, and that if they are both 


stimulated together pleasantly, the, 


result is more agreeable than the 
single stimulation of one. It is 
agreeable for the auditory nerve 
to be stimulated by musical 
thythm, “It is agreeable for the 
other part of the eighth nerve to 
be stimulated by rapid and intense 
bodily movements. And so it is 
doubly agreeable when the body is 
moved rapidly, whirling and weav- 
ing from side to side in the dance. 
to the exact accompaniment of 
pleasing or stimulating music. 

“Dancing, then, is a body satis- 
faction, implicit in structure; not 
a matter of the mind, disembodied. 
It is written into the body. It 
comes, if you like to be sufficiently 
antiquated in your thought, from 
the time when we were fish and 
had for the first time a sense or- 
gan.”

HE DAY when every other per- 
son was writing a play has now 
apparently given way to the day 
of wholesale autobiography writing. 
About the only persons in America 
who seemingly haven't already 
written or started to write their 
autobiographies are Judge Crater 
who may be dead, Sigmund Pop- 
vogel, a Kentucky mountaineer who 
can’t read or write, and the direc- 
tors of the late lamented Bank of 
United States. In England, judging 
from the publishers’ listsand some 
of the books I have read, the entire 
population, including ladies and 
gents who conceivably may be able 
to read but who certainly don’t 
seem to be able to write, is busy 
autobiographing. And it is just 
about the same in France and a 
number of other countries. Things 
have got so, indeed, that evén in 
Germany they have had to imstall 
32,000 inkwells in the concentra- 
tion camps to take care of the 
memoir-manufacturing craze. 

Bernard Shaw, if I remember 
rightly, once observed that all biog- 
raphies consisted in proving their 
heroes’ strength of character, gift 
for repartee, and prowess in per- 
sonal combat. Your average biog- 
rapher adopts much the same for- 
mula but resorts to a bit of sly 
hocus-pocus to make it properly 
palatable to his customers. He goes 
in, in short, for the mock modesty 
trick. He over-stresses his weak- 
nesses by way of cajoling his read- 
ers into bequeathing to him an ob- 
lique strength of character. He 
quotes several hot verbal come- 
backs at his own expense, carefully 
placing them in the mouths of cele- 
brated persénages and thereby 
craftily persuading his readers to 
imagine that his associations have 
been chiefly with the great of the 
world. And he tells how he was 
frequently beaten up by some 
neighborhood bully when he was a 
small. boy, thus—by remaining si- 
lent as to his later years—cannily 
putting over on his readers the idea 
that no one was big enough to take 
a fall out of him once he grew up.

HE leading delight of the auto- 

biographers is apparently to list 

all the important people they 
ever passed on the street and to 
convey the impression that they 
were on very intimate terms with 
them. In order to play safe, they 
usually pick out important’ people 
who are dead. If by any chance 
they have actually enjoyed even a 
casual acquaintance with someone 
of eminence they spill the works 
for many pages, recounting things 
about him that, if he reads them— 
presuming him to be still alive, 
which is doubtful—he recognizes as 
being no more a part of himself, 
of his acts or of his colloquies than 
his grandfather’s false teeth. 

The recent tons of autobiogra- 
phies fall into four general groups. 
First, there are the autobiographies 
written by the roving journalists. 
These purport to give the lowdown 
on prominent European statesmen,

Bennett 
or E. Phillips Oppenheim went to 
sleep on the billiard table and at 
which Hugh Walpole, Theodore 
Dreiser or Robert Underwood John- 
son thereupon got out a cue and 
proceeded to use the sleeper’s head 
as a ball, and by recounting the 
brilliant offhand cracks of a va- 
riety of literary illuminati, all theo- 
retical cronies of the author, rang- 
ing from Cunninghame Graham, 
Max.

After that the planned second dia- 
mond lead and ruff defeated the 
contract. 

lt is interesting to note that 
While this was the best defense 
available, the declarer. could have 
offset it by shrewd play of his own. 
He could have seen that a diamond 
ruff was imminent and could have 
squashed the possibility by one of 
the lesser known safety plays. In- 


mead of leading a spade at the 


third trick he should have led dum- 
mys queen of hearts. East would 
cover and the ace would win, Then 
the ten of hearts should have been 
led and dummy’s jack of clubs dis- 
carded. Instead of losing a second 
club trick declared thus would lose 
& heart needlessly. But the cruicial 
point was that by this even ex- 
change of losing tricks declarer 
Would have completely cut-the com- 
Munications from the East to West 
hand. Regardless of East’s return 
after the ten of hearts was passed 
to him, the contract would have 
been undefeatable. But this play 
Was over the head of this declarer 
‘as I am afraid it would be over 
the heads of most players) and 
East and West still deserved credit 
or having put up the best defense 
t their command.

On War Danger 


“We Must Hold to Faith in 
Peace Despite Embittered, 
Violent World.”

T IS 18 years since the Armistice, 
| 0:8, and no one will ever forget 

that glad, and, mad, wild day. 
The. World War had ended; men 
did not know whether to shout or 
to weep, and so they did both, min- 
gling the liturgy of laughter with 
the litany of prayer. Purged by 
pity and dread, mankind, on its 
knees, thanked God. 

Eighteen years have passed— 
years of reaction, of spiritual fa- 
tigue and social chaos; of bitter, 
blurred cynicism. It has been a 
terrible time, and instead of a new 
world of which we had dreamed, 
we have lived in a world embit- 
tered, ‘ violent, gray with grief, 
cracked to its very foundations, if 
not actually shattered. 

For 18 years, in a troubled world, 
we have worked for peace in face 
of revolution, in spite of economic 
prostration, and the advent of 
new, strange, wild ideas—Commu- 
nism, Fascism, Naziism, and the 
rest; each denying liberty and de- 
fying force. At the moment the 
situation as regards peace is dis- 
couraging. 

The machinery of friendship—the 
League, the World Court, and the 
rest—is inadequate, and has failed 
to work. Racial rancor, religious 
bigotry, and an insane nationalism, 
add to the chaos, making the world 
an auditorium for hoarse and angry 
voices. 

What, then, can you and I do in 
behalf of peace and good-will? For 
one thing we can refuse to give up 
faith and fall into despair. We 
can keep our own hearts clean of 
hatred and free from the fanacti- 
cisms of the hour. We can use such 
influence as we have in behalf of 
sanity and a humane spirit. 

These things are not easy to do. 
It is difficult to resist the infection 
of the times; its cynicism and sav- 
agery; its ruthless mass-minded- 
ness, It takes grit and grace to stand 
out against it. Faith in the possi- 
bility of peace is a high faith, and 
like all high faiths it is hard to 
hold; but we must hold it. We dare 
not surrender it; otherwise we are 
utterly lost, and,the noblest dream 
of humanity is defeated.

quarter cup pumpkin, canned; one- 
half cup milk, one-half teaspoon

Other Experientes. Needed 
to Keep Them From Being 
One’Sided.

OOK education without other 

essential experiences makes 

children one-sided, makes it 
difficult for them to adjust them- 
selves to the demands of every day 
living. Some time must be left in 
the day—after, before and in be- 
tween school duties — for these 
essentials of education. I am 
thinking particularly about the 
girls in high schools. 


All girls, as well as all boys, 
should have as complete an educa- 
tion as they can take, so high 
school and college should be open 
to them. But along with these 
opportunities should be these 
others, equally as important. Girls 
are going to be women and live 
womanly lives. Most of them are 
going to head homes, rear chil- 
dren, use the money that main- 
tains the home. For. this they 
must have experiences that edu- 
cate them in this field. Girls do 
not become good wives, fine 
mothers, good housekeepers, over- 
night. Domestic life is an, art in 
itself and is long in the making. 


The course of study, the re- 
quired amount of work often are 
set without regard to these essen- 
tials. The girls have almost no 
time left for learning the ways of 
the household, for practicing skills 
in household arts like cooking, 
cleaning and sewing. Homework 
takes up all the time that is spent 
at home. The girls are tired when 
they get home and after a short 
rest they must set to work for bed- 
times comes early for them. Even 
sleep is cut down to accommodate 
some school programs. 

This ig not the report of the dull 
children, the slow or the misplaced 
students. Usually it ig the story 
of the earnest, intelligent student 
who wants to maintain a high 
standing. That student's entire 
waking time is devoted to school 
and school interests. Of necessity 
the student, especially the girl stu- 
dent, becomes one-sided, gives first 
importance to books, to rules that 
are set in the books. If it is not 
in the book it is not ac.

NOW there is a wisdom, an art, 
that cannot be bound up in a book. 
It transcends all books, for it is the 
expression of deep-seated tastes, 
emotiong and desires. It springs 
from human hungers for home, 
beauty, service to loved people and 
things.

F THAT BOTTLE of milk or 
| cream decides that it wants ta be 

sour, just lgugh it off. For sweet 
are the things that can be made 
from soured dairy products. 

Any country dweller will testify 
to the truth of this statement, as 
will any Dutch, Austrian or Ger- 
man housewife. As for the South- 
ern cook, it is a banner day when 
the cream or milk goes sour, for 
then there is whisked up a batch 
of buttermilk and sour cream bis- 
cuits. 

When using sour milk or cream 
in place of sweet milk in a recipe, 
use half a teaspoon of baking pow- 
der to each cup of sour milk or 
cream and cut down the baking 
powder by one and one-half tea- 
spoons. When cream is used, take 
into account the shortening, since 
cream is rich in its own right. One 
cup of thin cream, for instance, 
will replace about five-sixths of a 
cup of milk and one-sixth cup of 
fat, while a cup of thick cream 
replaces two-thirds cup of milk and 
one-third cup of fat. 

The following recipes can be used 
when milk has soured by accident. 
Or you can sour it yourself by,add- 
ing a tablespoon of vinegar to each 
cup of fresh milk. 

For a marvelous dressing, com- 
bine and blend one teaspoon dry 
mustard, cayenne, one teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar and two egg 
yolks in upper part of double boil- 
er. Gradually add one cup sour 
cream and cook over hot water, 
stirring until thick, for about seven 
minutes.

And then there’s banana bread, 
for which you will need two cups 
sifted flour, one teaspoon soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-third 
cup shortening, two-thirds cup 
sugar, two well-beaten eggs, one 
cup mashed banana and one-quar- 
ter cup sour milk. Mix and sift 
together flour, soda and salt. Cream 
shortening, add sugar gradually 
and cream well. Add eggs and 
mix thoroughly. To this mixture 
add sifted, dry ingredients alter- 
nately with mashed banana and 
sour milk. Stir thoroughly. Pour 
into well-greased bread pan and 
bake in moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) for half hour. 

For rice pancakes, dissolve one 
teaspoon soda in same amount hot 
water, and stir in two cups thick 
sour milk. Add two cups sifted 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt and 
beaten yolks of two eggs. Press 
one cup boiled rice through sleve 
and add to mixture. Mix together 
thoroughly and fold in stiffly-beat-

Most important of all is the Federal La- 

bor Disputes Act of 1935, sponsored by Sen- 
ator Wagner (Dem.) of New York. This law 
set up the National Labor Relations Board 
and related machinery for mexing the Fed- 
eral Government the referee in controversies 
between employers and employes in such mat- 
ters as wages and hours. In addition to being 
the umpire, the Federal Government, through 
its agency, the labor board, becomes the in- 
strument for enforcing the findings and judg- 
ment, 
Two challenges of the Wagner law are be- 
fore the Supreme Court. One has been 
brought by the Associated Press, an interna- 
tional news-gathering agency, which was di- 
rected by the Labor Board to re-employ a 
discharged reporter. The board investigated 
the discharge and came to the conclusion that 
the discharge was not justified. The petition 
of the Associated Press contends that the 
case does not involve the constitutional pow- 
er of Congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce. i 

The second case arising from the opera- 
tion of the Wagner Act grew out of a suit 
filed by the Washington, Virginia & Mary- 
land Coach Co., which admits in its petition 
that the commerce clause of the Constitution 
is involved. As both challengers question the 
labor relations aspect of the law, the pros- 
cage is for a ruling that will be of wide ap-

‘In view of. these conclusions,’’ the head 
of the Court said, “we find it unnecessary 
te discuss other questions which have been 
raised as to the validity of certain provisions 
of the Code under the due process clause of 
the Fifth Amendment,” 


Delegation of Legislative 


Power By Congress Barred. 


In the earlier “‘hot oil’’ case, involving one 
section of the Recovery Act, 
Hughes, speaking this time for eight mem- 
bers of the Court, said: “Congress mani- 
festly is not permitted to abdicate or (to 
transfer to others the essential legislative 
function with which it is invested.” 

The NRA’s farm counterpart, the AAA, 
was based on the provision in the Consti- 
tution which gives Congress the power to 
tax for the general welfare. It sought to 
reduce farm commodity surpluses and to 
raise the prices of farm products by induc- 
ing farmers to curtail acreage with cash pay- 
ments to those co-operating, these cash bene- 
fits to be obtained from Federal processing 
taxes on the commodities thus controlled. 
Six members of the Court, speaking through 
Justice Roberts, held this use of the tax- 
ing power to be improper inasmuch as the 
Constitution does not provide for enactments 
for the general welfare which cannot be sus- 
tained through specifically stated powers.

Our Livestock Imports. 
T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE country -has been flooded with 
2 ie folder captioned “The Livestock 
Man Loses!” It contains statements to 
the effect that imports of pork products 
for the first eight months of 1936 had 
increased to 24,974,196 pounds, and in 
August were imported from 16 different 
countries; that our exports of meat prod- 

"ucts, bacon and lard have been drastical- 
ly reduced as between the first six months 
of 1930 and the first six months of 1936, 

The facts are that not a single product 
mentioned above has been affected by 
the concessions granted by the United 
States in any trade agreement s0 far 
made, with the single exception of the 
concessions made for the importation of 
cattle from Canada. 

The Grundy tariff law, passed in 1930, 
was the work of a Republican Congress. 
It was condemned by practically every 
political economist in the United States. 
It was charged that, if enacted, it would 
destroy our foreign commerce and our 
exports of surplus farm products. They 
were right, and from the passage of the 
Hawley-Smoot Act, written wholly in the 
interests of our favored industrialists, our 
exports declined almost to the vanishing 
point. 

Importations of cattle, hogs, sheep and 
their products have increased since the 
present administration came into office, 
but the reason is so patent that there is 
no justification for anyone not under- 
standing it. Under the Hoover adminis- 
tration, the prices of farm products were 
so low that they would scarcely pay trans- 
portation charges from a foreign port. 
When such prices advanced, other gov- 
ernments that were not recovering 80 
swiftly as this nation. found our markets 
attractive and increased their shipments 
to this country. These facts show also 
why our exports have fallen off.

Twice George Washing- 
ton received the unanimous vote of the electoral col- 
lege, but neither time was he opposed, In 1820, dur- 
ing the “era of good feeling,” when the crushed Fed- 
eralists merged with the nationalized Republicans, 
James Monroe, also unopposed, fell one vote short of 
the entire electoral college, and-that vote was with- 
held by a member who did not wish to see any Presi- 
dent after George Washington elected by the unani- 
mous voice of the American people, 

If we add up the so-called factors—the Farley ma- 
chine, the WPA, the labor vote, ete.-contributing to 
the President’s re-election, we still fall far short of 
a comprehensive view of the result, Interestingly 
enough, some of the most penetrating analyses of 
the Roosevelt victory come from those who led the 
fight against him. William Allen White was one of 
the promoters of Gov.

The Whigs, who won the presidency in 1840 and 
1848, died almost overnight. They could not make 
up their minds on the great issue of slavery. They 
offered compromises instead of solutions. . They lost 
their old leaders, men like Clay and Webster, and 
no new ones arose. Although, in 1852, the Whigs 
polled almost 45 per cent of the popular vote, in 1856 
the party had completely disappeared. 

In this fall’s campaign, the Republicans had no 
message for the people that mattered to them when 
compared with Mr. Roosevelt’s appeal for the common 
man, To use Mr. Sullivan's phrase, Mr. Roosevelt's 
record and program met “some deep wish, some strong 
aspiration” of the people. If we read the verdict

Board, consisting of Chairman and 
Joseph W. Hannauer, Democrats, 
Stephen M. Wagner and Charles L.

Miss Bobb, indeed, has been “ad- 
viser” as well as office manager. 
She was able to “advise” the 
Board’s members what would hap- 
pen when, beginning immediately 
a series of chang~’s in the roster 
of judges and clerks, they filled 
the vacant places without asking 
or permitting ward committee mem- 
bers to “advise” them. 

What happened then, and what 
had happened in like cases in the 
past to Miss Bobb, was that indig- 
nant complaints came from the 
committee folk. Aggrieved men 
and women, ward representatives 
of their parties, raised an angry 
chorus, the refrain of which was: 

“You fired my judges!” 

This was sometimes changed to 
“You fired my clerks!” But in each 
case, the burden of the complaint 
was much the same. It appeared, 
when the matter was discussed, 
that the committee members, while 
resenting the removal of their pro- 
teges, were even more bitter, and 
apprehensive, because of the fact 
that they had not been consulted 
as to the replacements. 

“They'll have to come to us pretty 
soon,” one of the politicians was 
heard to remark. “They don’t. know 
anybody to appoint.” 


Col. Singleton’s Contribution. 


This surmise was erroneous, The 
new Board did know a surprising 
number of persons eligible for the 
$6-a-day judge-clerk jobs, even in 
the river wards. Its acquaintaince 
with such persons was expanded

What Politicians Said. 


It was fortunate for Col. Single- 
ton and the board that so many 
of the business firms were located 
in the downtown wards. For the 
law provides that a judge or clerk 
of election shall reside or be em- 
ployed in the ward where he or she 
serves. The result was a new com- 
plaint line from the _ politicians, 
which usually ran: 

“You hafta be vice-president of 
a bank, or anyway cashier, to be 
judge of election in the _ river 
wards.” 

That was not literally true, but 
it did not offend the board. The 
board wanted judges and clerks 
with business training, and those 
who were accustomed to the strict 
accounting which banks and large 
corporations exact of their em- 
ployes. 

On the board's first full weekday, 
Monday, Sept: 21, which was also 
the first day of the general! registra- 
tion, it employed 20 handwriting ex- 
perts, and sent them out to scan 
the books being made up in the pre- 
cincts, looking for any case of iden- 
tical writing on different lines. Such 
cases had been found by an expert 
engaged by the Post-Dispatch, ex- 
amining the books of two precincts 
in the Fourth and Fifth wards, 
from the previous registration. 

It also got ready to make fraud 
and imposition less likely in the 
work of the precinct clerk-canvas- 
sers. The clerks were to start out 
Friday morning the 25th, with the 
precinct lists furnised the previous 
evening, and check up each regis- 
tered persons at the address given. 


Old Method of Checking. 


Under the previous board, the 
canvassing clerks were permitted 
to do this checking-up in the easi- 
est and quickest way. They would 
ring a doorbell, and would say to 
the person who appeared: “Good 
day; we are the clerks of election 
in this precinct. We have (reading 
from the list) these names down as 
living at this address—John Jones, 
Mary Jones, Edward Smith, Jane 
Smith and Philip Smith. Do they 
live here?” 

If the person addressed replied 
“Yes,” that was enough for the can- 

rs. If the reply was untrue, 
that was the answerer’s fault, not 
theirs. When a woman canvasser, 
last June, insisted on asking the 
person at the door, without any 
prompting, to give the names of 
those living on the premises, there 
were complaints. The old board’s 
chief clerk admonished the woman 
that she was not taking the census, 
and that the way to canvass was to 
read the names and let the house- 
holder say “Yes” or “No.” : 

The new board lost little time in 
concluding that the canvassing job 
should be done the hard way. It 
called the clerks together and in- 
structed them to ask all household- 
ers to mame those living on the 
premises. When the clerks made 
their rounds Friday and Saturday, 
policemen went with them, to see 
that they got answers, and to re- 
mind the answerers that they were 
legally required to tell the truth. 

Relations with the Police Depart- 
ment, a matter of some delicacy 
in view of the factional divisions of 
local , were handled by 
Chairman Williams, a former vice- 
president of the Police Board, and 
by Freund, a former member of 
the same body. : 


10,500 Challenges. 

The clerks’ canvass resulted in 
about 3500 challenges of names. The 
board was satisfied that the num- 
ber of challenges was not 
enough, and it did not overlook the 
fact that the clerks were not of its 
selection, and that most of them 


precincts for a recheck. This time, 
there was no requirement that a 
canvasser should either vote or 
work in the ward where he served. 

The second canvass resulted in 
10,500 challenges, including most of 


the 3500 made by the regular can- 


vassers, or an addition of 7000 new 
challenges. The final result of the 
check-and-double-check process was 
the removal of 6354 names from the 
rolls. 

16 Lawyers Assist. 


But before this result was 
reached, some of the board’s most 
intensive and extensive work had 
to be done. The members decided 
not to leave to its office employes 
the job of making decisions on the 
pleas of those who came in to say 
that the challengers were all 
wrong about them. They took the 
job as their own, and hired 16 law- 
yers to assist them. Day-and-night 
office hours were kept, and all four 
of the board were on hand, except 
for lunch or supper trips, when the 
chairman and Freund, or Singleton 
and Dyer, would go out, usually not 
farther than to a near-by lunch 
stand. Even these trips were made 
only after much unsatsifactory ex- 
perimentation in sending out for 
sandwiches. 

Everybody got a hearing, con- 
ducted in many cases with the 
courtly dignity of the Southern- 
born chairman, or in the friendly 
and businesslike manner of Secre- 
tary Dyer, but always requiring 
some testimony or identifying docu- 
ment. Current and former-year 
city directors, telephone  directo- 
ries, and a pile of registration 
books, were kept at hand for use 
in verifying the claims of residence 
All the office telephones were kept 
in use, calling persons whom they 
gave as reference. 

“It was surprising,” one of the 
members said later, “how many 
came in without anything on their 
persons which could have shown 
their identity if they had dropped 
dead in the street. They had not 
so much as a gas or electric bill, a 
rent receipt, or even an old letter 
addressed to them.” 


$91 Court Orders. 


Those whom the board turned 
down had the right to appeal to 
the Circuit Court and the number 
of court orders issued up to and 
(35 of them) on election day, was 
891, including more than 200 per- 
sons who went direct to court and 
got orders of transfer, having 
moved since the registration. 

Looking back at the net result 
of these efforts, the board members 
fee] that some names remained on 
the lists -which should have been 
struck off. The board, before elec- 
tion day, employed special investi- 
gators to work on particular cases, 
where there was suspicion which 
could neither be verified nor re- 
moved. One impression left by 
these inquiries was that some city 
employes have a remarkable num- 
ber of boarders. 

There were more long days, and 
more questioning, when the board 
took up the task of revising the list 
of precinct judges and clerks, and 
adding the 288 new ones called for 
by creation of 48 new precincts. 

The judges and clerks who con- 
ducted the registration were noti- 
fied to call and interview the 
board members. The members, in 
person, and this time delegating 
none of the work, asked each man 
and woman about his or her quali- 
fications, and conception of the re- 
quirements of the precinct election 
job. Many persons named in Coli. 
Singleton’s business lists were in- 
vited to call and make applica- 
tions. 

Testing Qualifications. 

A new questionnaire, prepared by 
Freund, was handed to the appli- 
cants. Particularly, they had to 
satisfy the board as to their ac- 
curacy and their penmanship.

books were examined, many of the 
experienced applicants were “out 
like a light.”

In the establishment of this fleet 
the Russians have profited from 
the lesson Japan taught the Czar 
in 1904, which drove the Russians 
from the high seas for nearly a 
third of a century. 

In 1904 when Japan went to war 
with the Czar, the Japanese blew 
Russia’s Pacific fleet out of the 


‘water at Port Arthur, then delib- 


erately prepared for Russia’s Baltic 
fleet, sent thousands of miles 
around Africa and through Suez to 
join the conflict. When the Rus- 
sian ships came steaming by the 
Straits of Tsushima weeks later the 
Japanese sank them in an after- 
noon.

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No American Artillery Fired in War He De- 
clares in Memoirs—Says U. S. Sol- 
diers Were ‘Superb’. 


MPLAINTS of the “madden- 

ing shortsightedness” which Al- 
lied leaders attributed early in 1918 
to Gen. dohn J. Pershing, and of the 
“bustling incompetency” with 
which the American army was 
equipped for fighting overseas, are 
contained in the fifth volume of the 
“War Memoirs” of David Lioyd 
George, wartime Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, further extracts from 
which are given here. 


By DAVID LLOYD GEORGE. 

N returning to France in May, 
8) 1918, Gen. Pershing was asked 

to meet Gen. Foch in Paris. 
He found Foch, Weygand and Bliss. 
Foch took up the urgent necessity 
for the next three months of ship- 
ping over all the infantry and ma- 
chine gunners possible, leaving the 
other details of divisional forma- 
tions to follow: 

But Pershing stood obstinately 
by his refusal to adopt this pro- 
cedure. He would allow infantry 
to be brought over in May ahead 
of their divisional details, but the 
June shipments must be devoted to 
the corresponding artillery and aux- 
iliary troops. 

All Foch’s authority as Gener- 
alissimo, and all his arguments 
dased on the acute urgency of the 
crisis were powerless to stir Per- 
shing. ’ 

“Bitter Disappointment.” 

Needless to say, the change of 
plans caused bitter disappointment 
to our representatives in America, 
who had not only taken great pains 
to secure President Wilson’s con- 
sent for priority for infantry, but 
had proceeded to organize all the 
shipping arrangements in accord- 
ance with this plan. 

MORE— eve MORE— 

By a ruthless cutting-down of 
other important shipping programs, 
they had succeeded in rallying such 
a volume of tonnage that on April 
30 they were able to put forward 
a program for the conveyance of 
700,000 American, troops to Europe 
in May, June and July; 270,000 in 
American and 430,000 in British 
ships. 

At the meeting of the Supreme 
War Council, on May 1 and 2, 1918, 
the issue was again raised. M. 
Clemenceau and Gen. Foch were 
both very insistent that Pershing 
should agree to give priority to 
combatant troops. But he dug in 
his high heels and refused to make 
any concession. 

Compromise Agreement. 

On the second day of the Council 
meeting I got him to agree to a 
resolution which set out that the 
arrangement he had already ac- 
cepted in regard to May shipments 
—that priority should given to 
the infantry and machine gunners 
of six divisions, the rest of such 
shipping space as could be found 
being allocated to the transport of 
the other elements of their divi- 
sional formations—should be ‘ton- 
tinued for June; and further, that 
if, in addition to transporting the 
full personnel of six divisions (150,- 
000 men) in June, we were able to 
find tonnage for any more, this 
should be used for infantry and 
machine gunners. The whole situa- 
tion was to be reviewed afresh, 
early in June. 

The agreement was the best we 
could conclude with him. If House 
had been present we should have 
got a better agreement. The ac- 
tual fighting strength of the Amer- 
ican army was still persistently be- 
low the promised level. 

How Other Generals Behaved. 

“It is maddening,” I wrote, ‘to 
think that, though the men are 
there, the issue of the war may be 
endangered because of the short- 
sightedness of one-General and the 
failure of his Government to order 
him to carry out their undertak- 
ings.” 

In my resentment I, for the mo- 
ment, overlooked the fact that the 
American Government was not the 
only one that failed to induce Gen- 
erals to obey definite orders and 
carry out specific undertakings. 

Pershing wanted to fight his own 
battle and win his own victories 
with his own army. Haig wanted 
his own offensive on his own front, 
Petain wanted to make certain of 
beating the enemy on that part of 
the front for which he was respon- 
sible. 

Telegram to Lord Reading. 

In a telegram to Lord Reading 
(then in Washington as_ special 
Ambassador), I pointed out that, 
from the point of view of the Amer- 
ican combatant troops themselves, 
it was desirable that they should 
get some experience of the very in- 
tense form of warfare now being 
waged, under the care of staffs 
experienced in handling the heces- 
sary operations, before they were 
placed in formations entirely run 
by Generals who had as yet no 
such practical experience. 

I concluded by urging Lord Read- 
ing to*make it his business, what- 
ever the agreement, to see that as 
many men as possible were shipped 
across without delay. Once large 
masses of combatant troops were 
in Europe I was convinced that 
Pershing would see to it that the 
war was not lost by his refusal to 
let them be used where reinf 
ments were vitally needed.

After long and heated argument, 
another compromise agreement was 
reached with the stubborn Per- 
shing. 

(Details of the compromise agree- 
ment follow, and Lloyd George 
gives Pershing’s iater figures, 
showing that 22 American divisions 
were fighting in France between 
the opening of the Argonne offen- 
sive, Sept. 26, and the armistice, 
and that 41 divisions reached 
France.) 

Credit for Victory. 

} But the importance of the Amer- 
ican contribution was far from be- 
ing bounded by the actual number 
of troops that participated in the 
battle. Not only did the presence 
of over a score of American divi- 
sions give to the Allied armies the 
numerical superiority needed to 
overpower the Germans; the fact 
that behind these there were yet 
other millions of men in America 
who could be brought over as need 
arose, enabled the’ French and 
British to fling their last reserves 
into the fight and hammer reck. 
lessly at the German lines until 
they crumbled and broke. 

Most of the actual fighting 
throughout 1918 right up to the end, 
fell to the lot of the British and 
French troops and they sustained 
the heaviest casualties, but their 
sacrifices would have been in vain, 
had it not been for the part played 
by the American army. 

Thereafter, the steady flow of 
men across the Atlantic was based 
upon this schedule. The total ra- 
tion strength of the American 
forces in France on Nov. 1, was 
1,868,000. 

Bustling Incompetency. 

When you come to the equipment 
of the American Army for the task 
it is a lamentable story of bustling 
incompetency. 

The record of Britain’s first ten 
months of blundering in the matter 
of equipment robs us of the right 
to point the finger of scorn at 
America’s effort. 

But it must be remembered that 
when America entered into the 
struggle her industry was already 
largely organized for war by the 
immense Allied orders for war ma- 
terial which her industries had 
been executing for the Allies. Al- 
lied officers were sent over to in- 
struct the American War Office as 
how they ultimately succeeded, 
how they ulutimately succeeded, 
what had been their difficulties and 
how they overcame them. Unfor- 
tunately, their advice was disre- 
garded. 

(American ideas of industrial su- 
periority are discussed, and the in- 
stance of the Liberty motor for air- 
planes is cited, Lloyd George stat- 
ing that it was not perfected until 
July, 1918, and then was not as 
good as the French and British 
products.) 

Foreign Equipment. 

When the Armistice was signed 
on Nov. 11, half the airplancs used 
by the American army were of 
French and British make. 

The same tale of fussy muddle 
can be repeated when you come to 
guns, light and heavy, for the new 
American army. 

The light and medium artillery 
used up to the end of ‘the war by 
the American army was supplied by 
the French. The heaviest artillery 
was furnished by the British. No 
guns of American pattern or man- 
ufacture fired a shot in the war. 

The same thing applies to tanks. 
oe Transport Defective. 

Transport was so defective that 
ships sometimes took a couple of 
months to turn round at the ports, 
and on land it was so badly organ- 
ized that a large number of the 
American troops who fought so gal- 
lantly in the Argonne in the autumn 
of |1918 were without sufficient 
food. 

The American soldiers were su- 


knowledged, not only by their 
friends and British comrades, but 
by their enemies as well.

For a majority of the Court, it 
was sufficient that the law at- 
tempted to provide for the regula~- 
tion of wages and hours by an 
agency set up by Congress. Hold- 
ing that the Constitution grants 
Congress no general power to regu- 
late for the promotion of the gen- 
eral welfare, they said in substance 
that those who framed the Constitu- 
tion meant to carve from the gen- 
eral mass of legislative powers, 
then possessed by the states, only 
such portions as it was thought 
wise to confer upon the Federal 
Government; and in order, that 
there should be no uncertainty as to 
what was taken and what was left, 
the national powers of legislation 
were not aggregated but enumer- 
ated, with the result that what was 
not embraced by the enumeration 
remained vested in the states with- 
out change or impairment. 

Pointing out that beneficient 
aims, however great or well-direct- 
ed, can never serve in lieu of 
power, the Court said that to a cén- 
stitutional end many ways are open, 
but to an end not within the terms 
of the Constitution, all ways are 
closed. The Court, it was said fur- 
ther, has always definitely rejected 
the proposition that the power of 
the Federal Government inherently 
extends to all purposes affecting the 
nation as a whole with which the 
states severally cannot deal, or deal 
adequately, and also the related 
notion that Congress, entirely apart 
from those powers delegated by the 
Constitution, may enact laws to 
promote the general welfare. 
Rejected Enactments Like Many 

Cases Pending. 

The other New Deal enactments 
or policies which already have been 
rejected by the Supreme Court are 
like many of the cases now pending 
in that they involve principles that 
are of secondary importance or fall 
into special categories. In this 
group are the cases deciding the 
validity of the Railroad Retirement 
Act of 1934, the ouster of the late 
Federal Trade Commissioner Hum- 
phrey, the Home Owners’ Loan Act 
of 1933, the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority’s sale of electric power gen- 
erated at Wilson Dam, the Truth- 
in-Securities Act and the Munici- 
pal Bankruptcy Act. 

This proper differentiation leaves 
the NRA and AAA decisions, rein- 
forced by The decision in the Guf- 
fey-Snyder Act case, standing out 
as pre-eminently important among 
the cases already decided, and the 
two cases involving the Wagner La- 
bor Disputes Act as the most mo- 
mentous now before the Supreme 
Court. For, as has been shown, the 
principles in these cases go to the 
heart of the New Deal assumption 
that the Federal Government has 
the power to regulate the relations 
between labor on the one hand and 
capital on the other and to enforce 
such regulations as are found by 


agencies of the Government to be 
fair to both. 

It is not the’ province of this re- 
view to pass judgment on the valid- 
ity of the Wagner Act, or to specu- 
late on the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion. Since the Court has accepted 
cases involving it for argument, 
that judgment will soon be forth- 
coming. 
|Minor Courts Link Wagner Act 

With NRA. 

Meanwhile, those who are inter- 
| ested in the outcome will find that 
ithe basis for the Wagner Act has 
much in common with that for the 
NRA, At least this is to be gath- 
ered from the opinions of the sev- 
eral Federal District Court Judges 
who have already held the statute 
to be unconstitutional. Judge Mer- 
rill E. Otis of Kansas City, granting 
the injunction sought by the Majes- 
tic Flour Mills of Aurora, Mo., to 
prevent enforcement of the law, 
said frankly that Congress had 
clearly exceeded its constitutional 
right to regulate commerce among 
the states. 

“There is no way in which any 
of the specified unfair labor prac- 
tices in any business, whether mill 
or mine or factory or store con- 
ceivably can directly affect com- 
merce,” Judge Otis held.

Five years ago, Justice Brandeis’ 
seventy-fifth birthday was the occa- 
sion for an outpouring of editorial 
and personal tributes such as few 
men have been privileged to receive 
in their lifetime. It seemed impossi- 
ble that the Judge so widely ac- 
claimed could be the man who in 
his earlier life had been so bitterly 
attacked by an opposition press and 
members of the bar and business 
world, who did not approve of his 
views of social and economic prob- 
lems. 

Mr. Lief wisely emphasizes the 
battles of those early years—for 
savings bank life insurance in Bos- 
ton, against the Morgan financial 
combine, on the side of the insur- 
gents in Congress who were trying 
to protect the public domain in the 
time of Taft. It was difficult for 
Brandeis to resist invitations to 
help toward worthy goals. He wrote 
letters and articles, he made hun- 
dreds of addresses about the coun- 
try, he talked to individuals, he 
testified, at hearings, he compiled 
briefs whose wealth of pertinent in- 
formation could not be ignored.

One of them, Beetle, the 
bespectacled and literary schoolboy, 
was Rudyard Kipling. McTurk, the 
“scowling Celt with a fluent 
tongue,” was G. C. Beresford, now 
a wealthy: patron of the arts, who 
wrote this book and illustrated it 
with sketches made in his days at 
Westward Ho. And Stalky, the wily 
and ever-resourceful, “the soft and 
smiling Stalky,”. became Gen, L. 
C. Dunsterville, C. B., C. S. L, with 
a distinguished service record, 
‘a ee 
McTurk-Beresford’s book will be 
meat and drink to devotees of the 
Kipling cult, who hunger for every 
detail of their hero’s school life, 
and can endure hearing him called 
repeatedly “our poet” and even 
“our bard.” But for those readers 


of schoolboy life without succumb- 
ing to idolatry for its author, the 
book will be dispppointing. 

It is not because the author de- 
bunks “Stalky & Co.,” for admir- 
ers of that corporation are a hardy 
lot who, like their picaresque he- 
roes, hold few illusions. According 
to Beresford, the triumvirate didn’t 
really deserve hanging; their fiend- 
ish enterprises were more a prod- 
uct of Kipling’s imagination than 
of his experience. Stalky (Gen. Dun- 
sterville) sums it up in his preface: 
“After all, we were only just a 
lot of potty little schoolboys with 
playful ingenuity perhaps rather un- 
usually highly developed.”

This preface, by the way, is an 
extraordinary one, being devoted 
almost entirely to adverse criticism 
of the book itself. For instance: 
“He (Beresford) sets forth what 
Kipling thought in those early days, 
but what he really gives us is what 
Beresford thinks Kipling would 
have thought if he had thought as 
Beresford thought.” Here is the old 
Stalky penetration, presenting a 
point that is certainly applicable 
to hundreds of biographers. 

Amid pages of non-essential de- 
tail, an interesting picture of the 
boy Kipling emerges, as he was 
from about 13 to 17.

It is not necessary for the au- 
thor to brdnd as spurjous the char- 
acters bestowed by Kipling upon 
the trio of schoolboy companions. 
That Beresford could write a book 
filled with such unalloyed hero- 
worship proves that he is not the 
unsentimental, scoffing McTurk of 
whom Kipling wrote. 

Meticulous historians tell us that 
William Tell didn’t shoot an apple 
from his son’s head. But it is a 
superb story, and therefore imper- 
ishable, no matter what the facts.

YEAR or so ago, James Far- 
rell completed a noteworthy 

trilogy dealing with the life of 
young Studs Lonigan, a typical pro- 
duct of the Kerry Patch section 
of Chicago's South Side. It was not 
pleasant story, this novel of 
youthful decadence, but it carried 
with it the mark of sincerity, deal- 
ing with its subject in a realistic 
manner. The Lonigan family was 
lower middie-class—their son, little 
better than a hoodlum. Much of 
the material in the Studs Lonigan 
series was autobiographical, being 
written with a vividness beyond 
imagination. Now, with an apolo- 
getic mien, Farrell Liteon stijl 
deeper into the tangled clutter of 
young life, as he knew it, in “A 
World I Never Made.”

Danny's life in school, too, was 
fraught with misery.

The first was his 
passionate love for baseball; the 
second was his misplaced adoration 
of his older brother Bill, who was a 
thief.

THE STORY OF PROPHECY IN THE LIFE 
OF MANKIND from Early Times to the 
Present Day. By Henry James Forman. 
(Farrar and Rinehart, New York. 


HIS work is evidently the re- 
T sur of intensive and compre- 
hensive study. Beginning with 
the prophecies of the Oracle at 
Delphi, which Socrates lauded, the 
author tells how many of these 


forecasts were borne out by events, 
which made this Greek town 680 
famous that grateful visitors en- 
dowed it with costly temples and 
statues. 

Under the title, “The Great Pyra- 
mid Speaks,” the author devotes a 
chapter to the measurements of the 
great pyramid, which many stu- 
dents of the subject, including 
noted Egyptologists, believe fore- 
told much of the coming history 
of the nations. Then Mr, Forman 
treats of Biblical prophecy, and 
shows how numerous have been 
the fulfillments of these prophecies. 
As for the end of the world, or, 
as some translators have it, “the 
End of the Age,” the Millerites and 
other religious sects who took this 
too literally, were terribly disap- 
pointed, having made full prepara- 
tion to meet the Great Judgment, 
selling their worldly possessions 
and donning their ascension robes.

000,000 acres in the Ukraine, or two | servil 
and a half times the total grain 
area, 

In a year when the grain was 
short and dry, the combines re- 
duced the loss in harvesting, but 
it was the tractor which really 
made possible a good crop in a 
bad year! With the use of tractors 
sowing could be completed in four 
to five days. From 1932 up to this 
year the authorities had been urg- 
ing the peasants to sow early. There 
were not enough machines and 
‘work animals to sow rapidly, and 
the collectives were new and weak 
and a margin of time had to be 
allowed for a certain amount of 
confusion and sabotage. 

This year the tractors made it 
possible to wait until the ground 
was in the proper condition before 
sowing began, We found only one 
district where a late frost had inter- 
fered with the sowing. Equally 
important was the use of tractors 
to turn the fields under immediate- 
ly after the harvest. Machinery is 
making possible the use of proper 
methods of moisture conservation 
for the first time in the histery of 
Russian agriculture, 

State Owns Machines. 

Mechanization, of course, is the 
key to the collective farm move- 
ment in two senses. It makes large- 
scale farming possible, and it gives 
the state absolute control over 
the fate of the collectives, for all 
the machinery comes from the state” 
machine-tractor stations. Few col- 
lectives own power-driven machin- 
ery, and on. nearly every one any-~ 
thing like proper cultivation would 
be impossible without it. 

Stations serve from 10 to 25. col- 
lectives, and we found only one in- 
stance of farms which were getting 
along without state machinery. The 
district of which the town of Krem- 
enchug is the center is divided by 
the “Dnieper River, and the only 
bridge is not strong enough to car- 
ry heavy machinery. LHighteen col- 
lectives on one side of the river 
are cut off from the machine-trac- 
tor station. Instead of building a 
new bridge the Soviets are building 
a new station across the river. 

Electricity for Farms. 

Many farms in the Ukraine are 
served by electric power. In the 
Dniepropetrovsk district, where the 
Dnieprostrol power plant is situ- 
ated, it is expected that before the 
end of the year every collective will 
use electricity. The power has been 
used so far mostly for threshing, 
for running the farm mill and for 
lights. Even this power, however, 
comes by way of the machine- 
tractor stations, and the farms pay 
the stations for the current. 

Incidentally, stables, barns and 
office buildings on most collectives 
have electric lights, but most peaz- 
ant homes are without them, The 
farm management charges peas- 
ants by the bulb, and pays only for 
the current used, making a slight 
profit. 

An example of the best that 
mechanization has done in the 
Ukraine is to be found in the Kher- 
son district, at the mouth of the 
Dnieper River. With its wide, 
shaded streets and low white 
houses, Kherson looks jike an Ala- 
bama town. It ig the “center of a 
district of 83 collective farms, 
served by three machine-tractor 
stations, This year between 70 and 
75 per cent of all the cultivation 
and harvesting was done by ma- 
chinery from the stations. 

The stations supplied 270 tractors 
in comparison with 180 last year, 
95 combines compared with 29 last 
year, and 105 threshing, machines. 
The tractors include “42 light- 
wheeled machines, and the re 
mainder all caterpillar models from 
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a combine crew in desperation be- 


cause the president of the farm had | 


been following the combine all day, 
complaining about the loss. 

“Every time I set the machine to 
cut better, the wind shifts and he 
starts complaining again,” the ma- 
chinist said. “He wants me to go 
over every field three times.” 


and 6750 acres in all. 


supplied six tractors, with a total of 


192 horsepower,’ three combines ana 
two threshing machines. The spring 
sowing was completed in six days 
with the use of 16 horses and two 
tractors. 

When the president complained 
about the combines losing grain, 
however, he was not criticising the 
tractor station alone. 
exceptional in that most of the ma- 

nery from the station is driven 
by resident members of the farm. 
Twenty-two members have qualified 
as tractor drivers, six as combine 
drivers and four as chauffeurs. The 
station supplied only a supervisor 
and a few machinists. 

This is not the usual arrange- 
ment. We visited only one other 
farm where there was anyone quall- 
fied to drive ahy machinery more 
complicated. than @he farm truck. 
Usually the machine-tractor  asta- 
tions send their own crews along 
with the machinery. 

Peasant Youths Trained, 

In the beginning, the men from 
the stations were likely to be al- 
most exclusively city-trained me- 
chanics, more versed in Communist 
party doctrine than in the ways of 
peasants, for the stations were po- 
litical outposts.

‘Light Brigade’’ 
Made Into a 
Massive A ffair 


By Colvin McPherson 


F, after seeing “The Charge of 
| mn luight Brigade” at the Fox 

Theater, we were to ask, with 
Lord Tennyson, “When can their 
glory fade?” the only answer to 
that rhetorical question would have 
to be, “Not yet.” For the screen’s 
bold interpretation of the Tennyson 
poem does nothing if it does not 
make the men of the Light Brigade 
the most valiant soldiers of his- 
tory. And the staging of the 
charge itself, to finish off a picture 
nearly two hours long, is literal 
translation of Tennyson. Cannon 
to the right of them, to the left of 
them, in front of them, flashing 
sabers, smoke and shell, jaws of 
death, mouth of hell and all the rest. 
All the Queen's horses, all the 
Queen’s men, all of Hollywood's 
stunt men, trick steeds and boom- 
ing field pieces. 


As a contribution to history or 
the understanding of the Crimean 
campaign, of which the charge at 
Balaklava was a part, “The Charge 
of the Light Brigade” is almost 
valueless. Its screen story instead 
of showing how “someone had blun- 
dered” in sending the Light Bri- 
gade to certain death, details only 
the building up of a long and bitter 
grudge as the motive, and tosses 
in a few scenes of the “brother and 
brother’s fiancée” variety for ro- 
mantic appeal. 


For “The Charge of the Light 
Brigade” starts in colonial India. 
Errol Flynn, gallant young officer 
of the Twenty-seventh Lancers, is

But Colonel Green died last 

June, and the tight and capricious 

grasp of his mother, 20 years after 

her death, is perpetuated in new litiga- 

tion designed to prevent his widow 

from sharing in his fortune, to keep 

all the Green millions for the Green 
family. 

The long-dead hand is lifted, in this 
case, by Hetty Green’s daughter, Syl- 
via, who might be supposed to have 
been pinched enough under.its steely 
grip, since it delayed her from mar- 
riage until she was 38 years old. 
And only an extraordinary clan, per- 
haps, would consider a widow, mar- 
ried for 19 years to the head of the 
family, an “outsider.” But Hetty 
Green’s will, in dividing the bulk of 
her immense fortune between son and 
daughtér, provided that none of it was 
to go at their death to her daughter's 
husband or her son's wife. Sylvia's 
husband, Matthew Astor Wilks; is 
dead, and Sylvia has brought the 
Green fortune into court again with a 
will of Colonel Green, made nine years 
before his marriage, providing that all 
his estate was to go to his mother or, 
if she had died before him, to Sylvia. 

It's nothing new for the Green for- 
tune to be in court, for it—some part 
of it, at least—was there constantly 
while “the richest woman’’ was alive. 
The story is told that she obtained a 
license to carry a pistol and, asked 
why, explained, “Mostly to protect 
myself from lawyers. I'm not so much 
afraid of burglars or highwaymen.” 
Anéd.all that began with the death of a 
wealthy aunt way back in 1865, long 
before - Hetty was the “richest woman” 
—when she was a rather attractive 
girl with a shrewd eye for the market 
news. 

Her father, Edward Mott Robinson, 
was wealthy, too, a ship owner in the 
famous whaling port of New Bedford, 
Massachusetts. Her mother left $140,-

but her millionaire father kept it all 
for himeelf. Hetty moved in with 
Miss Howland who had a million or so 
of her own. 

Still she continued a practice which 
was a favor at the time to her father 
And grandfather, but of service to her 
for acquisitive years to come. They 
had failing eyesight. She read them 
the Wall Street news, and she remem- 
bered it all. 

She had eyes, also, for the aunt's 
fortune. It ia related that she began 
to feel every penny spent in the aging 
aunt’s household came out of her own 
pocket. Miss Howland moved out and 
left her in possession. In 1866 Miss 
Howland died—and three years later 
Hetty Robinson began her lifetime ca- 
reer in the courts. With a will in her 
own handwriting, bearing two signa- 
tures which some experts declared had 
been traced over an original signature 
of Sylvia Ann Howland, she kept the 
estate tied up for half.a century and 
drew a half interest in it for life.

He became a radio 
fan in 1898, and, returning to it near- 
ly 30 years later, made his estate, at 
Round Hill, Massachusetts, a para- 
dise for amateur experimenters.

SAN FRANCISCO, California. 
FTER nine years of 
experimentation Dr. 
W. F. Gericke of the 
University of Call- 
fornia has found 
what he considers to 
be the secret of grow- 
ing food crops with- 
out soil. Though his 

*™ work has been paral- 
lel with that being done in a number 
of Eastern laboratories, by Dr. C. A. 
Puddy in Bngland and Dr. Paul Spang- 
enburg ih Germany his resultse— 
though not quite as far reaching in 
their possibilitiese—are more striking- 
ly concrete. The foreign and Bastern 
scientists have laid the basis of raising 
enormous amounts of foodstuffs on 
laboratory shelves. Dr. Gericke has 
raised considerable amounts of food- 
stuffs of high stareh and water con- 
tent which have actually been put on 
the market in competition with soil- 
grown crops. 

More than that, he has, through the 
use of a butrient quid culture media 
grown onions, potatoes, strawberries, 
tomatoes, carrots and cabbages in 
much greater quantities than would be 
bossible on a given soil area. And 
these foods, in most instances, have 
been superior to those grown in the 
Orthodox fashion. 

His method is simple. He employs 
4 basin whieh may be constructed of 
concrete, wood or metal. This basin 
is about six inches in depth and may 
be of any desired area. Over the top 
of it is stretched a wire screen. On 
top of this screen is placed a layer of 
sawdust or, perhaps, a mat of excelsior 
to serve as a bedding in which seeds 
May be planted. 

Seeds or plants placed in this bed- 
ding are then kept moist by water in 
the basin, As the plants grow, the 


Toots enter the water, into which has 
_ deen introduced the necessary plant 


elements in the form of a “fertilizing 
unit"~-a glass cell which permits 
ready solubility at a regular rate. 

The secret les in the mixing of 
these elements in the proper propor- 
lon to one another, #0 that they be-

insure a hormal nutrition, such as may 
be. gained from a highly fertile soil.

In areas 
having a year-round equable climate, 
such as certain parts. of California and 
Arizona, they may be grown at any 
time of the year. Thus one may con- 
clude that places having a high and 
dry climate will become the favored 
spote for this type of farming in the 
future. 

To get the idea of what may be ac- 
complished, it is only necessary to cite 
the results of some of Dr. Gericke’s ex- 
periments, A test made with tomatoes 
resulted in virtually every flower form- 
ing a fruit. Numerous trusses of the 
English greenhouse tomato—Sutton’s 
Best—contained as many 
as 15 to 26 tomatoes. In 
this experiment, in which 
were employed five basins 
of 25 square feet each, the 
yield in the case of one 
basin totaled 301.3 pounds 
of tomatoes. And the re- 
maining totale were not 
far from this figure. The 
university greenhouse was 
the scene of this experi- 
ment, which was con- 
ducted with a controlled 
temperature ranging from 
76 to 85 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Equally amazing was 
the yield obtained in the 
case of pototoes. The 
quantity produced in this 
instance, computed on_ the 
basis of the actual area 
utilised, amounted to 2600 
bushels an acre. The 
startling nature of this 


te 


total may be compre- 


hended when one com- 
pares it to the average 
farm yield, which rarely 
exceeds 400 bushels to the 
acre. 

The record-breaking 
yields attained have been 
possible, Dr. Gericke ex- 


These artificial aids, however, are 


. 
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Dr. Gericke says that the fundamen- 
tals upon which his method is based 
have been known to plant physiology 
for more than 70 years. That they 
are not applied to the production of 
foodsatuffs has been due to a lack of 
sufficient data on which to base labo- 
ratory experiments. 

His success, he said, may be laid to 
the fact that he departed from the 
usual experimental procedure. Instead 
of confining himself to a study of the 
nutrient elements in plants — the 


amount each plant requires to attain 


proper development as had been the 
practice in the past—he also took into 
consideration the effect of light and 
climate upon crop production. He 
brought into “play’’ his knowledge of 
farming as he knew it from his experi- 
ence as @ Nebraska farm boy, and as a 
result of this knowledge he was able

His theories met with success from 
the beginning, in spite of the fact 
there was nothing in the literature on 
water culture to indicate a liquid 
media could be employed in « practical 


to be found in the different localities 
‘of the State. He was actuated in this 


move by a desire to see what could be 
done.in the way of large-scale produc- 
tion. 

As a result, commercial plants were 
established at various points. The 
largest of these are near Los Angeles 
and Santa Cruz. Smaller ones are lo- 
cated at San Jose, Sacramento, and in 
a number of other places. These 
plants are under the supervision of 
Dr. Gericke. They are today producing 
a variety of foodstuffs for the market. 

While this experimentation on a 
large scale may be considered to have 
been a success, the fact remains, ney- 


‘ertheless, that further tests over a 
éxtensive 


much more geographical 
area and on an even greater scale than 
has been attempted so far, are neces- 
sary before Dr. Gericke’s method may 
be released for public consumption. 
The reason, he explained, is that 
Rac hepeancetiaaticy pueraee ot 
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adjusted to the climate and conditions 
which hold in a specific'area. Adjust- 
ments made to meet the needs of one 
locality are seldom satisfactory in an- 
other. This has been the experience 
of Dr. Gericke in the operation of the 
now-established commercial plants. In 
practically every case it has been 
necessary to make adjustments in 
technique. 

In the light of this knowledge, plans 
are now being formulated to establish 
commercial plants at various strategic 
points throughout an area encompass- 
ing many states, When this is an ac- 
complished fact and a technique has 
been perfected for each locality, the 
farmer as weil as the layman who 
likes to “potter” about in a garden 
may look forward to receiving instruc- 
tions in how to apply Dr. Gericke’s 
method. This information will most 
likely be dispensed by the commercial 
plant in the region. One will thus be 
able to confer with authorities on the 
subject, if the need arizes. 


it is Dr. Gericke’s wish that peo- 

ple do not ask him for informa- 
tion. Such queries distract him from 
his work and accomplish little, because 
he is not in a position to supply the 
data asked for. 

He is now at work evolving a proper 
succession of crops which may be 
grown by his method. As an example 
of what may be accomplished in this 
regard, he says potatoes and onions 
might be planted in January—crops 
that can stand the cold. Then in the 
spring, when these crops have come to 
fruition, it would be possible to plant 
tomatoes, corn or maybe another crop 
of potatoes. 

In the fall, when this second crop 
has matured, any type of water crop or 
root crop could be planted. Cauli- 
flower, cabbage and carrots are exam- 
ples. By employing some such plan of 
rotation, it would be possible to raise 
a series of crops outdoors in localities 
in which the climate is favorable. In 
areas having a shorter growing season 
fewer crops would be'the result. Of 
course, it would be possible to raise 
crops the year-round hy heating the 
water in the basins and carrying on in 
greenhouses. 

Judging by results so far attained 
by Dr. Gericke, one is safe in saying 
that he has found a means whereby

HE burial of Juan 
Vicente Gomes was 
accomplished with 
pomp and  solem- 
nity. Well-trained, 
well - equipped 
troops formed a 
formal escort for the funeral cor- 
tege, which moved along streets 
where flags were at half-staff. 
Rifie volleys were fired, cannons 
boomed in martial requiem. When 
sons of Gomez carried his coffin 
from the hearse to the family 
vault, high Government dignitar- 
ies and the diplomatic representa- 
tives of foreign nations paced se- 
dately and respectfully behind the 


body of the man who had ruled. 


Venesuela for 27 years. 

But men on the streets, men 
who were not in Gomez’s army, or 
in his Government, or in the diplo- 
matic service of another Govern- 
ment, the ordinary citizens who 
had lived under Gomez’ rule, 
stood ailently and kept their hate 
on. . And scarcely was Gomez laid 
away when crowds were streaming 
into the Plaza Bolivar, in Caracas, 
and the crowds were laughing, 
light-hearted. They shouted “The 
Catfish is dead! Long live Lib- 
erty!’”’ The fear, the paralyzing 
dread of 27 years had dropped 
from them. El Benemerito—*The 
Well Deserving”’’—was dead at last. 

And then the story of Venezuela 
under Gomez began to come out. 
Things which had been whispered 
fearfully were shouted. News- 
papers which had not dared be- 
fore to tell ‘what was going on in 
their country—or which had tried 
and suffered dire consequences— 
filled many columns with accounts 
of conditions and events of the 
dictatorship which had just ended. 
There emerged from its long con- 
cealment a unique segment of 
twentieth century history; the his- 
tory of a modern-medieval despot- 
ism which made the nation’s 
finances the envy of the rest of 
the world, and kept its 3,000,000 
people in a dreadful subjugation. 

This history Thomas Rourke 
has put into a book, “Gomez, Ty- 
rant of the Andes,’’ which was re- 
cently published by William Mor- 
row and Company, New York. It 
has a quality of novelty seldom 
encountered in history in that its 
story never before been told 
openly in English with such com- 
prehensiveness and detail. 

The truth as Rourke has been 
able to see it begins its disagree- 
ment with the official—that is, 
self-inspired—biography of . Go- 
mez as far back as the dictator’s 
birth. Gomez had his birth re- 
corded in the church at San An- 
tonio, Venezuela, as having taken 
place July 24, 1867. July 24 was 
the birth date of the great South 
American liberator, Simon Boli- 
var. Rourke says Gomez probably 
never knew the date of his birth, 
was not a native of Venezuela and 
Gomez was not his proper name. 
He was the illegitimate son of 
Hermenegilda Chacon, a woman 
of Indian blood, and Evaristo Gar- 
cla, a man of good family. Her- 
menegilda lived with Garcia ae his 
mistress at Cucuta, across the bor- 
der in Colombia. When Juan Vi- 
cente was about 4 years old, she 
left Garcia, taking the boy and a 
daughter with her, and went to 
San Antonio to live with Pedro 
Cornelio Gomez, a small rancher. 
On this ranch, La Mulera, Juan 
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ro Gomez. When the latter 
ran the place and built it | ip nto 
& prosperous  establishmen 
through industry, sagacity and 
cattle rustling. : Hey? 
Juan Vicente was a stu 
quiet young man, a hard worker, 
cunning @t bargaining. He didn’t 
drink.

Before the end of 
his life there were various esti-

They were borne to him by 
Dionisia Bello, whom Juan Vicente 
took into his home when he was 
28 years old and lived with for 
many years, without permitting 
the association to interfere with 
his promiscuous venery. He took 
Dionisia from her husband, an 
Italian merchant. 

Until he was 365 Juan Vicente 
lived the life of an Andean ranch- 
er. He became the head of the 
Gomez clan, a sort of feudal chief- 
tain, exercising authority over his 
family and retainers. In 1892 he 
took part in a revolution, on the 
Government side, ~The Govern- 
ment side lost. Gomez fied to 
Colombia with all his possessions 
he could take with him, and es- 
tablished a new ranch which he 
called Buenos Aires. In seven 
years he was more prosperous 
than he had been before. Indians 
spoke of him as “brujo,’’ witch- 
doctor. 

When he was 42 years old, Go- 
mez returned to the wars, as head 
of the commissary department in 
Cipriano Castro’s revolution. Ina 
dashing, brilliant campaign, a se- 
ries of swift, surprising maneuv- 
ers, Castro defeated the Govern- 
ment forces and won the presi- 
dency. Gomez, calmly riding a 
white mule, handling his part of 
the business efficiently, studied 
Castro’s tactics and learned a good 
deal about the art of war. 

Gomez remained with Castro as 
a member of his administration, 
first as Governor of the Federal 
District, later as commander of 
various armies, as First Vice- 
President and as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army. Time and 
again he saved Castro from being

For eight years, dur- 
ing which Castro and his associ- 
ates looted the public treasury and 
misgoverned the country, Gomez 
kept his old chief in power—and 
quietly built up prestige and a 
personal following, especially 
among the military, for himself. 

On November 24, 1908, Presi- 
dent Castro, near death as a 
result of his unbridled debauch- 
eries, sailed for Europe and a 
surgical operation. On December 
20, Gomez seized control of the 
Government and cabled Castro not 
to come back. The coup was ac- 
complished without. bloodshed, 
thanks to his long, careful prep- 
aration and the unpopularity of 
the Castro regime. 

Gomes proclaimed the change in 
government ag “the rebabilita- 
tion,” and set about cleaning up 
the mess that Castro had made of 
affaires. He fired most of the Cas- 
tro high officials, called home 
some of the anti-Castro exiles and 
placed personal followers, men 
who had come with him from the 
Andes, in key positions. For a 
time he had general public sup- 
port as he undertook the task of 
bringing economic stability to a

was burdened 
with a foreign 
debt of 136,000,000 
bolivars and an internal 
debt of 67,000,00. But 
cynics called those early days 
“the honeymoon.” 
' It wasn’t long before the real 
nature of the Gomez rule began 
to be revealed. Eustoquio Gomez, 
a foster brother of the dictator, 
was in prison, serving a 16-year 
term for the murder of a Gover- 
nor of the Federal District. Go- 
mez appointed Dr. Juan Jose 
Abreu and Rafael Bruzual Lopez 
to review Eustoquio’s case. They 
upheld the conviction—and were 
thrown into prison. Eustoquio 
was freed, and made commandant 
of San Carlos prison.

prisons, El Libertador at 

Puerto Cabello, and La Ro- 
tunda at Caracas. All three were 
unspeakably filthy. Hundreds of 
Veneszuelans were locked up in 
these places without trial by Go- 
mez.

stones in a shallow river bed. 

“For the remainder of my climb 
I concentrated on the various in- 
struments in front of me, main- 


taining the correct speed to gain 


the maximum height. This con- 
centration was essential; the con- 
trols at extreme altitudes are not 
sensitive, and height may actually 
be lost instead of gained. 

“At that stage the pressure suit 
I was wearing was causing me a 
little discomfort. I had some 
difficulty in moving my arms and 
legs owing to the pressure in the 
suit. There were slight symp- 
tome of cramip in my right arm, 
but I had no difficuty in breath- 
ing. Without the suit I could not 
have remained conscious above 
about 40,000 feet. 

“When my altimeter reached 
61,000 feet I found I could not 
climb any higher. I decided to 
call ita day.
